Although the Feast of the Pass- 
over does not occur this year until 
April, many Jewish families, org¬ 
anizations and synagogues in the 
United States are already sending 
Passover food packages to Europ¬ 
ean friends and relatives, and to 
people in the State of Israel. Pack¬ 
ages weighing 22-lbs. may be sent 
to most European countries. The 
principal contents are matzoth, 
matzoth flour, and potato pancake 
mix.

The Foreign Missions Conference 
of North America, recently in ann¬ 
ual session, heard reports from 
Secretary Wynn C. Fairfield that 
the more than 100 missionary¬ 
sending agencies of more than 
sixty Protestant churches, which 
comprise the Conference, are seek¬ 
ing to recruit 3,593 young people 
within the next few years for 
missionary service — preaching, 
rri'edical, teaching, nursing, agric¬ 
ultural and industrial. Included in 
the.peeds are about 1,000 medical 
n^iSsionaries and 1,000 rural ex¬ 
perts.;, Technicians are also sought 
in radio, motion picture and jour¬ 
nalism. 


A plea that older Catholic priests 
,and nuns among the displaced per¬ 
son's in Europe, now coming to 
America, be given place in Cath¬ 
olic religious houses and charitable 
institutions is made by the Nat¬ 
ional' Catholic Rural Welfare Cou¬ 
ncil, which has been affecting the 
settlement of thousands of Europe’s 
displaced in communities in Amer¬ 
ica. “Older priests found among 
the displaced persons may not be 
able to do the active work of the 
ministry,” says the Councils Most 
of them have borne the heat and 
burden of the day in their native 
countries. They have undergone 
untold suffering.”

A call for fifty young men and 
women to give three years of 
service each in India or Pakistan, 
in educational, pastoral, medical, 
nursing, relief, or in technical ser¬ 
vices to “newly freed peoples”, 
has been issued by Dr. Ralph E. 
Diffendorfer, executive secretary 
of the Board of Missions and Chu¬ 
rch Extension of the Methodist 
Church, 150 Fifth Avenue, New 
York. The call asked for men and 
women, unmarried, between 21 
and 28 years of age, college train¬ 
ed, active members of some church 
(not necessarily Methodist), and 
with recommendations as to their 
Christian character and desire to 
serve others. Most of these young 
people will be appointed to teach¬ 
ing positipps in high schools and 
. colleges, to pastorates in English- 
speaking churches, to service in 
hospitals and clinics, and to work* 
in rural and industrial fields thro 
ughout India and Pakistan. The 
recruits will have six weeks of 
intensive preparation in New York 
City during July and August and 
they will sail early in the fall. In 
1948 the Board of Missions sent to 
Japan and Korea for three years 
some 53 young people.

Miss Thelma Stevens, executive 
of the Department of Social Rel¬ 
ations of Methodism’s Woman’s 
Society of Christian Service, is 
asking the leaders of some 30,000 
units of the Society — totalling 
one and a half million women — 
to press for state and national laws 
to outlaw the Ku Klux Klan. They 
ask legislation “prohibiting the 
appearance on public highways, 
grounds or buildings, of persons 
from organizations such as the Ku 
Klux Klan, using disguises to con¬ 
ceal their identity; and against- 
the desecration of the cross as it 
is being used by the Klan to 
spread terror.”

Visits Louisiana 

Dr. Kpn*tanty Najder has just 
completed an itinerary through 
Louisiana that includes First 
Church Shreveport, First Church 
Lake Charles, First Church Alex¬ 
andria, Carrollton Avenue and 
Rayne Memorial in New Orleans, 
First Church Crowley, First Chu¬ 
rch Jennings and Trinity Church 
Ruston. Dr. Najder is the Super¬ 
intendent of the Methodist Church 
in Poland, and is one of three men 
allowed to come from behind the 
Iron Curtain last April to attend 
the Methodist General Conference 
in Boston. 

He was trained 
for the Roman 
Catholic priest¬ 
hood,but was con 
verted to the Pr¬ 
otestant faith ma- 
!ny years ago,and 
[cast his lot with 
.the then very un¬ 
popular Method- 
list Church in Po¬ 
land. During the 
.war and the ye¬ 
ars following,Dr. 
Najder has been 
jthe outstanding 
Header of-the Me¬ 
thodist Church in 
Poland. Under his leadership our 
church has enjoyed a phenomenal 
growth. The Government has rec¬ 
ognized our church and has even 
offered to grant us a nominal gov¬ 
ernment subsidy. Mr. Najder is 
highly respected by the highest 
government officials in his own 
country «and is often consulted 
by them concerning religious aff¬ 
airs in Poland. At present he is 
attending Drew University in New 
Jersey, and is using some of his 
spare time to tell the story of 
his people and our church in Pol¬ 
and whenever he has an opport¬ 
unity to do so.

(Coninued from page 1) 
treasurer and by him sent to the 
general treasurer, or it may be 
remitted directly to the receiving 
agency. 

“Specials for a designated per¬ 
son, situation or cause shall re¬ 
present an actual situation, either 
a .worker or a current or capital 
expenditure. 

“The three participating agencies 
are the Foreign Division and the 
Home Division of the Board of 
Missions and Church Extension, 
and the Methodist Committee for 
Overseas Relief. The respective an¬ 
nual conferences shall, so far as 
possible and practicable, assume 
specials in the following proport¬ 
ion: For the Foreign Division,60% 
for the Home Division, 30%, and 
for the Overseas Relief, 10%, Pro¬ 
vision shall be made by which 
churches and individuals may 
make undesignated Advance gifts. 
Funds so received shall be allo¬ 
cated by the Committee an Adva¬ 
nce to the participating agencies 
by the ratio of 60-30-10. 

“Specials now carried by chur¬ 
ches or individuals may be contin¬ 
ued as Advance specials, and so 
credited, provided each such spec¬ 
ial is approved by the receiving i 
agency and the Committee on Ad- I 
vance. Designated gifts that are j 
credited on apportionment shall 1 , 
not be credited on the Advance; 
pro/ ram. j 

“The annual Week of Dedication ; 
offering shall not be credited by 
any church on a special assumed 
by it, but shall be reported in the 
annual report in a special column 
provided for that purpose. The 
Communion offering for the Fell¬ 
owship of Suffering and Service 
shall not be credited on an Over¬ 
seas Relief special. 

“The financial appeal of the, 
Church for Advance gifts shall j 
be- through the annual Week of; 
Dedication offering and properly 
approved specials. 

Week of Dedication 
“The specific objects for which 
the Week of Dedication offerings 
shall be used' shall be determined 
by the Committee on Advance 
after receiving definite recomm¬ 
endations from the participating 
agencies through the Week of Ded¬ 
ication committee. 

“We insist that all oUr ministers, 
and a host' of laymen in our town 
, and : cduhtry churches, shall speak 
that day on the cause of missions 
at home and' abroad and take an 
• offering. We request that our chur¬ 
ches .refrain from putting- an amou¬ 
nt. r in the gnhual budget for the 
Week, of /Dedication and consider¬ 
ing' this. to' be their full duty. Our 
churches' need information and -sti¬ 
rring missionary appeals, and the 
Week of Dedication offers an ex¬ 
cellent opportunity for this. The 
consciousness ' of world-mission is 
essential to the life of the Church. 

The Procedure for Specials 

“A pamphlet shall be. prepared 
at once.giving an all-over picture 
of the Advance program, both 
phases, explaining its relation to 
World Service, and challenging the 
Church to a new era in missionary 
giving and support. The pamphlet 
should present clearly and concise¬ 
ly the undergirding ideas of. the 
Advance and the methods and pro¬ 
cedure for making it effective. 
Interest will be quickened when 
our people learn what to expect 
and how to proceed. 

“When the Committee on Ad¬ 
vance has received from the part¬ 
icipating agencies a list of specials 
and the same has been approved 
by the Committee, the same shall 
be distributed among the episcopal 
areas in the United States. The 
bishop of each area shall assume 
responsibility and leadership in the 
promotion of specials within his 
area. He shall call to his assist¬ 
ance, in each Annual Conference, 
the Conference Committee on Ad¬ 
vance and shall organize each Con¬ 
ference as they may judge to be 
' most effective for the promotion 
of this work. 

“Church Extension and Home 
Mission Specials for causes with¬ 
in an Annual Conference must 
first be approved by the Annual 
Conference Committee on Advance 
and by the Home Division of the 
Board of Missions and Church Ex- 


tension before it can bel offered 
as an accredited Advance- special. • 

“Specials may be as 
one year at a time, but the idea 1 
of their continuity shall be given , 
prominence. Every church, even 
the smallest, shall be urged to take ! 
an Advance special, and specials , 
shall be broken down to fit the j 
ability of our weakest congregat- j 
inos. 

“A church should not assume 
a special until it has accepted in 
in fmll its apportionment for Wor¬ 
ld Service and conference benev¬ 
olences. 

“A Conference may assume the 
support of a mission station or 
mission field or may have the 
Conference assume responsiblity 
for a special project at home or 
abroad, properly approved, in whi¬ 
ch case the bishop and the Confer¬ 
ence Committee on Advance shall 
organize the Conference for rais¬ 
ing these funds in such manner 
as may seem to them most effect¬ 
ive. 

Administering the Funds 

“The Board of Missions (Home 
and Foreign Divisions) and MCOR 
shall provide channels of comm¬ 
unications by which contributing 
churches may experience the ind¬ 
ividual touch with the beneficiar¬ 
ies through correspondence and 
personal contacts. Our interest in 
! the Advance program will be in¬ 
creased as our participatino is in¬ 
dividualized and personalized. 
Each church contributing to a 
special should receive communicat¬ 
ions from the person or institution 
benefiting therefrom, preferably 
each quarter. This will establish 
a line of contact between the field 
and the home church and tend to 
bind the entire Church into a 
unity.”

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Louisiana Adopts Brazil as 
Field for Advance Specials 

The Louisiana Annual Confer - 
-ence Advance Committee met in 
First Methodist Church Alexand¬ 
ria January 26, to make plans for 
the Great Advance Movement. It 
was decided that due to the New 
Orleans and Lake Charles Ports, 
we would have better contact and 
greater interest in Latin Amer¬ 
ica. Therefore, Brazil was select¬ 
ed from the fields offered the 
committee. A brochure with de¬ 
tailed information about proposed 
projects will be prepared espec¬ 
ially for Louisiana, and be made 
available to every Methodist fam¬ 
ily in Louisiana. 

This does not change the status 
of any existing Mission Specials 
now carried on by the local church 
or group. Any Church which de¬ 
sires to assume a special outside 
Brazil may also do that. The value 
of a Conference Project is the 
ease with which information and 
visitation by returned Missionaries 
and National leaders may be sec¬ 
ured on a Conference level. 

A teacher is to be hired for 
the New Orleans .Community Cen¬ 
ter, a Negro project carried on 
there by Methodism. A minister 
is also to be sent to Alaska with 
money from this cause. Each Dis¬ 
trict Superintendent presented 
and had approved $6500 worth 
of District projects for the Ad¬ 
vance. 

Overseas Relief will be cont¬ 
inued, and increased by an amount 
equal to ten per cent of the total 
income of the Advance. Persons 
now sending CARE packages are 
urged to direct* them through the 
MCOR. in order that our Church 
receive the benefit of their gifts. 

Here is how the Advance breaks 
down financially: 60% for Foreign 
Missions for projects in Brazil 
or if a Church so desires, another 
field. Your District Superinten¬ 
dent can give you your proport¬ 
ionate share. 30% for Home Miss¬ 
ions, one third o 1 which will pay 
$1800 for the salary of a teacher 
in the Negro Mission School in 
New Orleans, $3400'for the salary 
and expense of a Missionary in 
Alaska, and two thirds for Dist¬ 
rict Missions. 10% is for Over¬ 
seas Relief. 

This money plus the new World 
Service askings, which are one 
third more than last Quadrennium, 
should equal the Crusade for 
Christ and the World Service of 
the past four years. This is Meth¬ 
odism’s answer to the world’s 
distress. A church with wealth 
is trying to bring its people into 
touch with a suffering and needy 
world in order that this church 
and the world might live..

Dr. R. H. Harper Writes 
History of Methodism 
In Louisiana

The Methodist Church is made 
up of laymen. A few of these lay¬ 
men have been “called” to be 
preachers and set apart for tlie 
preaching and teaching ministry, 
but they were all laymen before 
they were preachers and if there 
were no laymen there would be 
no church. The realization of this 
fact makes one feel afresh how 
important it is that laymen should 
assume a larger responsibility in 
the programs of Methodism. 

Laymen are frequently insist¬ 
ing that we need a larger empha¬ 
sis upon the old-time religion and 
the warmhearted fervor of other 
days. And they are right in desir- 
gin to see these tokens of Meth¬ 
odism return in the life of the 
church. My observation is that 
the average laymhn wants his 
preacher and his church to give 
evidence of genuine heart-felt rel¬ 
igion. It is not enough for the 
message from the pulpit to be in¬ 
tellectual and clever; it must also 
be deeply spiritual. And however 
much the average layman wants 
his minister to be a good mixer, 
he wants him even more to be a 
man of God. 

The Week of Dedication which 
comes in March gives the Meth¬ 
odist Church the best chance it 
has to deepen its spiritual life. 
We shall give a week to empha¬ 
sizing those values which really 
make us Christian. The Week 
will be successful in that propor¬ 
tion in which the laymen partici¬ 
pate and express their own 
interest. It is to be hoped that 
everywhere throughout our 
church laymen will come together 
to talk about the things of the 
spirit and will, themselves, share 
with one another those deeper 
feelings that they have regarding 
God and salvation and eternal 
life and all the precious truths 
of the Christian faith. If we cov¬ 
er the Church it will be necessary 
that in many pulpits during that 
week laymen will bear their 
testimonies. — 

The Week will close on March 
20 with a free will offering. It 
comes out of our hearts. We give 
not because anybody forces us 
to give; I emphasize the fact that 
it is a free will offering. We are 
not attempting to meet any quota. 
We give because of the love of 
Christ and because of His gift 
to us, and therefore we give glad¬ 
ly and joyously. 

To what objects will this con¬ 
tribution go? All of it will go to 
projects at home and abroad 
which are critical and in desper¬ 
ate need. It must also be borne in 
mind that these projects cannot 
be accomplished without the help 
of the proceeds of the Week of 
Dedication. I Give one example 
which will illustrate my point: I 
have just come back from Cuba 
where on the first Sunday in Jan¬ 
uary I participated in breaking 
ground for a new church within 
two blocks of the University of 
Havana. Ten thousand students 
go to the University. There is not 
a Protestant Church within half 
a mile of the campus. We propose 
to erect a beautiful church which 
will be a symbol of the free gos-*

D., pastor of St. Mark’s Methodist 
Church, Brooklyn, N: Y., who 
was elected in December as exe¬ 
cutive secretary of the Division 
of Foreign Missions of the Meth¬ 
odist- Church’s Board of Missions 
and Church Extension, will sail 
from New York on February 28 
en route to the Church’s mission 
fields in Africa. 

Dr. Smith succeeds as head of 
Methodism’s foreign mission ser¬ 
vice the. Rev. Ralph E. Diffendor- 
fer, D. D., LL. D. who retires 
at the age of 70 on August 31 
next. Dr. Diffendorfer is now in 
his twenty-fifth .year as mission¬ 
ary executive. 

Dr. Smith will be accompanied 
to Africa by Mrs. Smith. Their 
first visit will be Liberia, the old¬ 
est mission center of the Method¬ 
ist Church. From there they fly 
to Leopoldville, Belgian Congo,, 
and visit with Bishop Newell S. 
Booth, of Central Congo, South¬ 
ern Congo, Southern Rhodesia, 
Angola, and Mozambique, From 
central Africa they will go to 
north Africa, visiting Methodist 
work in Tunisia and Algeria, and 
return to the United States in 
August. 

Dr. Smith is the youngest man 
to hold so high a post in the 
history of the Methodist Church.

S.U. Barbieri Is Elected 
Bishop in Argentina 

The Rev. Santi Uberto Barbieri, 
president of the Union Theologi¬ 
cal Seminary of the Methodist 
Church in Buenos Aires, Argen¬ 
tina, was elected a bishop of the 
church by the Latin American 
| Central Conference wihch has 
just* closed in Buenos Aires, it is 
reported by the Board of Missions 
and Church Extension. This Con¬ 
ference has “term episcopacy”, 
bishops being elected for four- 
years at a time. Bishop Barbieri 
was elected for four years, suc¬ 
ceeding Bishop Arthur F. Wesley 
who had served since 1945. He 
will have charge of all Methodist 
work in Argentina, Uruguay, and 
Bolivia. 

Bishop Barbieri was assigned to 
the Buenos Aires Area of the 
Church. At the same time Bishop 
Enrique C. Balloch was re-elect¬ 
ed for four years and re-assigned 
to the Santiago (Chile) Area. 

I The new Bishop is a Brazilian 
’citizen, born of Italian parents. 
He was educated in Methodist, 
mission schools in Brazil, and la¬ 
ter came to the United States, 
where he earned A. B., M. A., 
and B. D. degrees at Southern 
Methodist University; and an M. 
A. at Emory University. Return¬ 
ing to Brazil he was ordained a 
Methodist minister and also 
taught in the higher schools there. 
More recently he has been a pro¬ 
fessor in Uhion Theological Sem¬ 
inary, Buenos Aires; and when 
President B. Foster Stockwell 
came to the United States on fur¬ 
lough a year ago, Dr. Barbieri 
was elected to the presidency for 
a period of two years. 

Bishop Barbieri has published 
more than twenty volumes of 
Christian commentaries, poetry, 

' drama, and religious stories in 
both Portugese and Spanish. He is 
fluent also in the use of English.

The war years helped Southeast¬ 
ern Louisiana .College at Hammond 
to grow from a small college of 
'less than five hundred students 
to an active and growing school 
t of more than twelve hundred stu- 
' dents. Of these, about two hun- 
• dred each semester are Methodist 
. students. In an effort to bring the 
church to these students on the 
campus, the Methodist church has 
built just off the campus a Wesley 
Foundation building popularly 
known as “The Silver Shanty.” It 
is of corrugated metal and' has 
been well furnished through the 
efforts of the W. S. C. S. in the 
Hammond church and other sim¬ 
ilar groups throughout the Baton 
Rouge District. It is adequate for 
the present to meet the needs of 
the students. 

With a view toward the future, 
ithe church built the Center on a 
line corner lot facing the campus 
on which at some later date when 
funds and student interest warrant 
a new finer building will be erect¬ 
ed.

A METHODIST STUDENT 
CENTER AT S. L, I. 

For many years Methodism has 
needed an adequate and attractive 
student center near the campus 
of S. L. I. in Lafayette. In 1942 
certain enthuiastic Lafayette lay¬ 
men got others to join them in so¬ 
liciting funds for this purpose. 
Abput $8000 was raised. $7500 of 
this was used to purchase a corner 
lot, directly across the street from 
the college gate. It has 52 feet 
frontage on E. College Street and 
140 feet depth on General Gardner. 


The location is excellent. 

There is a small residence on 
the back end of the lot, which has 
been rented. The rent has been 
used to pay rent on the wooden 
shack at the corner of E. College 
and Johnston Streets, now used 
as a student center. 

This building campaign was 
stopped, because the Conference 
felt it would interfere with the 
building program already author¬ 
ized for a student center at L. S. U. 
Now that the L. S. U. building pro¬ 
gram is out of the way, there is 
no need to delay further. 

The Louisiana Annual Confer¬ 
ence in June 1948, authorized dis¬ 
tricts that were ready, to proceed 
with campaigns within the district, 
for student centers. 

The Board of Trustees of the S. 
L. I. Student Center, promptly ask¬ 
ed the Conference Commission on 
Student Centers to under-write 
one-third of the cost of a $51,000 
building on the lot already owned, 
across from S. L. I. with the idea of 
raising a third in Lake Charles 
District, and the remaining third 
in Lafayette Parish. When this 
Commission met in Shereveport in 
September, this plan was accepted. 
The Commission under-wrote $17, 
000, from Conference appointments 
granted to this Commission out of 
the Benevolences, to be paid as 
possible. 

The superintendent of the New 
Orleans District authorized the in¬ 
clusion of Franklin in the Lake 
Charles District Campaign, as 
many Franklin students come to 
S. L. I. The Alexandria District 
Superintendent also authorized the 
inclusion of Opelousas. 

On September 7th, the pastors of 
the Lake Charles District met in 
Welsh, and approved this entire 
plan, including in district cam¬ 
paign for funds from October 1st 
—December 31st, 1948. The Lafay¬ 
ette Parish drive will be simultan¬ 
eous. 

The Board of Trustees plans to 
begin building about February 
15th, so the building will be prac¬ 
tically completed when Annual 
Conference meets in Jun6. Th£ 
only debt should be funds borrow¬ 
ed against the payment of the Con¬ 
ference Commission's acceptance. 

It is understood that if the Lake 
Charles District raises this quota 
of $17,000. it will not be expected 
to share in any further Conference 
campaigns for student centers, 
during the church year 1949-1950. 

Rev. H. A. Gibbs, Superinten¬ 
dent of the Lake Charles District, 
and Rev. Henry Rickey of First 
Church, Lafayette, are co-chair¬ 
men of the District Campaign. Two 
capable and interested laymen, W. 
A. Atkinson, Sr, and M. Eloi Gi¬ 
rard, are co-chairmen of the Laf¬ 
ayette Parish drive. They are 
asking 17 persons and organiza¬ 
tions to raisse $1,000 apiece. This 
movement is already Under way. 


Certain key laymen throughout 
the district have agreed to take 
charge of the campaign within 
their area. 

Checks are to be made to “The 
S. L. I. Methodist Student Center 
Building Fund,” and sent to Rev. 
Henry Rickey, Box 436, Lafayette, 
La. George H. Thomas, Manager of 
KVOL, is treasurer of the Board,

What kind of a building will it be? 

It is a beautiful building, which 
will harmonize with the architec¬ 
ture of the college. It will be a 
two-story brick building, with a 
large social ‘hall, kitchen, rest 
rooms, and an office downstairs. 
Upstairs will be a chapel, and an 
apartment for the student worker. 
The student worker at present, is 
Miss Pearlye Maye Kelley, a Dea¬ 
coness of the Methodist Church. 
The Board is emphatic that the 
building must be air-conditioned, 
to meet the needs of today. 

Methodism is fortunate in its 
building connections in Lafayette. 
The new parsonage of First 
Church, recently completed by 
Horace B. Rickey, is ample proof 
of that. The Student Center build¬ 
ing program will get as much for 
its money, as anyone can these 
days.

How is the money to be rai s ed? 

There is no cut and dried meth¬ 
od for the campaign. There^re no 
quotas for each church, or pastor. 
Area directors are free to use their 
own ideas. Stanley Pearson, for 
instance, wants to use students in 
each church in his idea, to pre¬ 
sent the cause themselves. The 
student center will be glad to furn¬ 
ish teams for this purpose. Con¬ 
tact Miss Kelley, E. College and 
Johnston Streets, Lafayette. 


TRICE AND ZIRKEL REVIEW 
WORK; SEE COMPLETION OF 
LSU PROJECT SOON 

1800 Methodist students repre¬ 
senting almost every church and 
community in Louisiana, as well as 
18 other states and 3 foreign na¬ 
tions, are enrolled at Louisiana 
State University. To serve the spir- 
tual needs of these students, the 
Methodist Church has appointed 
Rev. Clifford Zirkel as the Dir¬ 
ector of the Wesley Foundation, 
and Rev. William E. Trice as pas¬ 
tor of the University Methodist 
Church. 

Already there is under construc¬ 
tion a beautiful new brick Student 
Center to serve as headquarters- 
of the Wesley Foundation program. 
It is hoped that the student pro¬ 
gram will be in the new building 
by September 1949. Plans are near¬ 
ing completion which will call for 
the erection of a worshipful sanc¬ 
tuary seating 700 people. The an¬ 
nouncement of the-completion o r 
these pjans, as well as a picture 
of the proposed church and Stu- 
den Center, will be released by 
the Conference Commission an 
Students in the near future. 

It is not. unusual for student 
to be turned away from the church 
jervice^, presently being conducted 
n the Music and Dramatic Arts 
building auditorium with its seat¬ 
ing capacity of 600. There is also 
a special Sunday School class for 
students being taught by Mr. Zir¬ 
kel. On Sunday evening large 
numbers of students gather for 
the Wesley Fellowship, which is 
a program planned and conducted 
by students with outstanding guest 
speakers, and followed by a per¬ 
iod of fellowship and recreation, 
A Wednesday noon chapel and 
Thursday evening vesper provide 


special worship opportunities for 
the students, in addition to their 
Sunday program. On Wednesday 
evening there is a study group 
which is considering the doctrines 
of Christianity and the teachings 
of the Methodist Church. In add¬ 
ition, there is a regular recreation¬ 
al program. 

Each year the Wesley- Founda¬ 
tion has provided volunteers for 
the Caravan Croups throughout 
the Church and has had a. full 
student representation at all -the 
national and state student confer¬ 
ences. 

It is interesting to note the large 
number of these young people who 
are considering some type of full 
time Christian service. In addition, 
it is clear that all of them are . re¬ 
ceiving fundamental training in 
churchmanship. 

The student program conceives 
its task as that of giving a spirit¬ 
ual meaning and interpretation 
to every phase of life, and to help 
the student establish a Christian 
philosophy which will endure .for 
the rest of his days. 

The immediate needs of the stu¬ 
dent program at L. S. U, are for 
equipment- in the new building, 
such as chairs, furniture, books, 
altar sets, kitchen and recreational 
equipment.

Communists Persecute 
Bulgarian Methodists 

Rev. Dana Dawson, Jr., has 
made public a letter received from 
Bishop Paul N. Garber of Geneva, 
Switzerland, who is in charge of 
all Methodist work in eleven Euro¬ 
pean countries, in which Bishop 
Garber says: “I have inside in¬ 
formation from Bulgaria as to the 
way our people have been tortured. 
. . . .The real reason for the per¬ 
secution is that we Methodists re¬ 
fuse to endorse Communism, 
Nazism, or any atheistic ism. 

‘Last summer the Orthodox 
Church of Bulgaria, in typical 
state-church fashion, endorsed 
without any reservations the Com¬ 
munist regime in Bulgaria. Press¬ 
ure was immediately put upon our 
Methodists to do likewise. Of 
course we refused and the result 
has been this persecution. 

“We will endeavor to preach the 
Gospel to all kinds of people over 
here, but we are not endorsing 
Communism or any such ism. We 
will go underground before we do 
that.” 

Bishop Garber added that “I am 
in no danger, and I am, of course, 
not a spy. I have been endeavoring 
to help our needy people in Bul¬ 
garia who are facing so many 
difficult problems.”

Dozens of 
redbuds, dogwoods, and crepe 
myrtle trees will line the drive¬ 
way when the Summer program 
begins. The stream will have bulbs 
of all kinds.

Pre-Easter Season 

In recent years many Protestant 
Churches have begun to observe 
the Lenten season after the man¬ 
ner in which it was observed dur¬ 
ing the first three centuries of 
Christian history.This was not an 
ascetic season of fasting. Instead, 
Lent was a period during which 
the members of the Church volun¬ 
tarily associated themselves with 
candidates who were preparing 
for baptism. It was a season in 
which fundamental Christian doc¬ 
trine and ethics were reviewed by 
the entire church in association 
with those who were getting rea¬ 
dy to become members. 

The Methodist Church has in¬ 
creasingly used this season as a 
time to stress Evangelism of all 
types. It is the time for Pastors 
to organize classes of children and 
youth to be given instruction and 
be received into the Church on 
Palm Sunday or another suitable 
day. This program is going on in 
many of the churches now. The 
Pastor meets the group every 
week or in some instances several 
times a week. It is also a time for 
Visitation Evangelism. At another 
place in this paper will be the 
account of an outstanding program 
of Visitation Evangelism conduct¬ 
ed Brother Henry Rickey of j 
Lafayette.

A call for fifty young men and 
women to give three years of ser¬ 
vice each in India or Pakistan, in 
educational, pastoral, medical, nur¬ 
sing, relief,or in technical services 
to “newly freed peoples”, has been 
issued by Dr. Ralph E. Diffendor- 
fer, executive secretary of the 
Board of Missinns and Church Ex¬ 
tension of the Methodist Church, 
150 Fifth Avenue, New York. The 
call asked for men and women, 
unmarried, between 21 and 28 
years of age, college trained, ac¬ 
tive members of some church (not 
necessarily Methodist), and with 


recommendations as to their 
Christian character and desire to 
serve others. Most of these young 
people will be appointed to teach¬ 
ing positions in high schools and 
colleges, to pastorates in English- 
speaking churches, to service in 
hospitals and clinics, and to work 
in rural and industrial fields throu¬ 
ghout India nad Pakistan.

Cleaning Out The Attic 


H. T. Carley 

A week or so ago, I spent a cou¬ 
ple of days in the attic. I don’t 
mean, of course, that I moved up 
there, bag and baggage, and made 
it my domicile for the specified 
time; I mean only that I took a 
notion to clean it out and it took 
me two full days to do the job. 

This house is well over a hun¬ 
dred years old — and the attic 
must be a good deal older than 
that. I am of this opinion because 
I have reached the definite con¬ 
clusion that no attic could accum¬ 
ulate as much stuff as this one 
has accumulated in less than a cen¬ 
tury and a half, or maybe two 
centuries. 

I have often wondered why 
houses have attics; or, if they 
must have them, why they &re 
placed in such inaccessible places. 
-O- They are usually just under the 

Rev. L. W. Cain is currently roof, and have to be reached by 


a ladder or a dusty and dark 
stairway. If the attic were in a 
corner room on the ground floor, 
or even in the basement, it could 
be reached with infinitely more 
ease — and it would hold just 
as much trash. 

I can think of only two good 
reasons for having an attic. One is 
to have a place to put things that 
you intend to throw away, and 
the other is to have something 
to do every twenty or thirty years 
that needs urgently to be done — 
and then put it off for another 
spell. This attic of ours had been 
put off. 

I didn’t actually do any of the 
physical work of cleaning out the 
attic—Isaiah, the successor of 
Harrison, attended to that. I am 
not as old as the attic, not even 
as old as the house, but I’m too 
old to tackle a task that might 
have given Hercules pause. Isaiah 
is not afraid of any kind of work— 
but when he got up there and 
looked around, he sat down, mop¬ 
ped his brow, and said, “Whew,” 
(or words to that effect). 

It would take time, space, and 
energy (none of which is available 
at the moment) to catalogue the 
contents of that attic. It had every¬ 
thing from the biggest basket I 
have ever seen, full of newspapers 
some of which were printed before 
I was born, to a peculiar-looking 
implement, article, or instrument 
of iron, the like of which I had 
never seen and the use of which 
_ had not (and have not) the 
slightest idea. It even had an old 
iron kettle. 

I suspect some of us have mental 
attics that need cleaning up. The 
best way to keep an attic clean 
is not to put anything in it that 
ought to be thrown away.

The Rt. Rev. Monsignor Luigi 
G. Ligutti, of Des Moines, Iowa, 
executive secretary of the Nat¬ 
ional Catholic Rural Life Confer¬ 
ence, has been advising Roman 
Catholic churchmen to make an 
effort at the conversion of rural 
non-church-attending Americans 
—they are many, he says, “because 
the Proteistant churches have tend¬ 
ed to abandon the rural people, so 
that at the present time a very 
large percentage of rural people 
belong to no church whatsoever” 
.... “There are in the United 


included Dr. W. Stanley Rycroft, 
of New York, secretary of the 
Committee on Cooperation in La¬ 
tin America. Bishop Charles W. 
Flint, of Washington, D. C., and 
Puerto Rican church leaders. 


States 73,177 small towns and vil¬ 
lages with a population of less 
than 2,500,” says the Monsignor. 
“In those small towns and villages 
there are only 9,641 Catholic 
church buildings. That means that 
68,524 small American towns have 
no Catholic church As a matter of 
fact, there are only 5,326 with 
resident pastors. The Catholic pop¬ 
ulation in the rural districts is 
also very weak from the point of 
Catholic educational opportunities. 
Only 17 per cent of the Catholic 
rural parishes and missions are 
furnishing the opportunity for a 
Catholic elementary education and 
only 3.1 per cent are furnishing 
the opportunity for a Catholic 
high school education .... When 
the Catholic Church is compared 
with non-Catholic churches, its 
weakness in rural districts be¬ 
comes even more apparent. Ac¬ 
cording to figures given by Kolb 
and Brunner, there are approxi¬ 
mately 150, 000 churches in the 
small towns and villages of Amer¬ 
ica .Of these only 6.9 per cent are 
Catholic.”

Five Displaced Families To Be Resettled 
In Richland Through Methodist Church 


Five D. P. families have been 
requested by persons living in 
Richland Parish near Rayville and 
Mangham. It all started in an 
interest of a layman -and his wife, 
Mr. and Mrs. Massey McConnell, 
who live four miles south of Ray¬ 
ville, La. They had read in the 
literature of the Roman Catholic 
Church about securing D. P. fam¬ 
ilies. The Rev. Earl B. Emmerich, 
pastor of the Rayville Methodist 
Church, was visiting in the home 
and learned of this interest. Mr. 
and Mrs. McConnell had several 
hundred acres of delta land, with 
three houses vacant. They wanted 
help. 

Telegrams were sent to Dr. Gai¬ 
ther Warfield, head of the Metho¬ 
dist Committee for Overseas Relief 
and application blanks arrived in 
a few days. The pastor and Mr. and 
Mrs. McConnell studied the four 
assurances that need to be made 
to the U. S. Government before 
D. P.’s could be brought into the 
country. First, they must have a 
job waiting for them that will not 
deprive some American of a job. 
They must have a place to live that 
will not take a house occupied by 
Americans already. These two 
assurances the McConnells could 
easily make. The other two as¬ 
surances were to have transporta¬ 
tion and take responsibility for the 
D. P. families. The Methodist Com¬ 
mittee for Overseas Relief were 
willing to assume these last two 
assurances, with some help on 
transportation in the States. The 
McConnells sent in their request 
for three families. Mr. C. L. Elkins, 
a neighbor who is a dairy farmer, 
sent for one family. A Mr. M. L. 
Bell, member of the Mangham 
Methodist Church, sent for a fam¬ 
ily. Since these families will arrive 
with no furniture or any other 
property, the Rayville Church is 
going to endeavor to secure as 
much furniture and clothes as 
possible for the families. One thing 
that holds up this campaign is the 
necessity of knowing the number 
in each family and the ages of the 
children. 

One of the difficulties faced by 
our farmers in making requests 
has been the long period used in 
going through government red- 
tape to get the D. P.’s. If these 
families prove to be successful 
more will be requested next year.

We have received 195 new mem¬ 
bers, which will be increased to 
over 200 bfore Annual Conference, 
and 42 infants and 29 older persons 
have been baptized. 

Identical services have been es¬ 
tablished at 8:30 and 10:50 A.M. 
which has resulted in increased 
attendance. 

Our Training School in October 
was attended by 146 persons, 93 
of whom received credit. 

Our Orphanage offering is $4485. 

Our maintenance offering t o 
Memorial Mercy Home Hospital 
is in excess of $1700, the largest 
of any church in Louisiana or 
Mississippi. 

The Men’s Club has had an 
outstanding year. Among its major 
efforts have been the sponsoring 
of the Centenary Choir at Bolton 
High School Auditorium, and a 
Homecoming Program attended by 
275 persons in honor of the past 
pastors. 

The church is well organized in 
all of its functons. The Church 
School with an enrollment of 1137 
functions regularly and efficiently. 
The W. S. C. S. and W. S. G. are 
both well staffed organizations 
with a membership of 205, and a 
paid budget of $2833.77. The Scouts 
have 25 boys engaged in an active 
program. The Board of Stewards 
and Board of Educaton meet regu¬ 
larly. 

The staff of the church is loyal, 
efficient and indefatigable. 

The missionary interest of the 
congregation is encouraging. Four 
orphans in Poland are suported at 
$144 each per year by families of

It 
is the hope of the pastor that 
some Advance Missionary Special 
will be taken on each of the five 
continents. 

First Church families receive 103 
copies of the Christian Advocate, 
850 families receive the Louisiana 
Methodist, The May-June issue of 
the Upper Room was sent to every 
family in the church in keeping of 
Family Week. Three literature 
racks have been installed at the 
principal entrances of the church, 
copies of the 1948 Discipline have 
been placed in many homes, tracts 
are distributed through Baptist, 
Charity, Murrell, Texada, and Vet¬ 
erans Hospitals, and plans are be¬ 
ing completed to place tract hold¬ 
ers in the railroad stations in town.

We had 
about eight hundred for lunch that 
day, with a record crowd coming 
and going all day.”

CHURCH OF GUEYDAN

In a setting of a variety of cam¬ 
ellias, azaleas and other attrac¬ 
tive shrubs, the Gothic-styled 
FIRST METHODIST CHURCH of 
Geydan stands out as a monu¬ 
mental tribute of beauty - in line, 
form and color tones - to the 
courage, faith and determination 
of the eight people who organized 
it. 

In the erection of this church, 
intelligent craftsmanship, utiliz¬ 
ing lasting materials, has with 
painstaking accuracy to meaning¬ 
ful details in all decorative features 
enhance the Gothic inspiration of 
its architecture. 

A detailed study was made of 
churches, built centuries ago in 
our mother country, and, with 
open minds, an investigation was 
made of the modern trend of 
Christian art and architecture 
throughout the United States. With 
a renewal of the Faith shown by 
the founders of our original church, 
a love for beauty and a desire for 
that atmosphere conducive to a 
greater need and a fuller appre¬ 
ciation of God’s Word today, plans 
were made. 

An appreciation of the influence 
of symbolism in all things pertain¬ 
ing to Christianity are definitely 
recognizable. Whether it be the 
floor plan, tho shape of the spire, 
the cross above the spire, the 
cross above the entrance doors, 
the Cross and candles upon the 
Gothic - styled communion table, 
the white font, the outward ap¬ 
pearance of the altar, the har¬ 
monious blending of colors in the 
rooms of the Church School build¬ 
ing, or a more purposeful inter¬ 
pretation of colors used to create 
the proper setting for the ideal 
painting of Sallman’s “Head of 
Christ” and the inspired Word of 
God from the pulpit, they indi¬ 
vidually or collectively offer a 
monument to Christianity to which 
all believers will point with 
pride. 

The Gothic-styled part of the 
church proper contains walls of 
three-brick thickness. The exterior 
bricks, of a sort of bronze, are 
from Denton, Texas. The pink- 
toned ones, seen from the interior, 
are also from Dent-on, Texas. The 
Louisiana-made red brick is the 
middle brick. 

There are eight Gothic-styled 
windows in the main Sanctuary 
and two smaller ones - one on 
each side of the vestibule. Their 
hard-hammered cathedral - glass 
panes, made in Mississippi, are 


; rnber-eoiored 10 blend in wit-h 
th : bronze bricks seen out-side or 
the pink of the bricks seen inside. 

The church-school building his 
twenty-six box-typed windows 
with panes of cle r glass. Two 
smaller, installed in the t-wo- rest 
rooms, with walls decorated a 
light velvet green and floors of 
green ana white tile-are made of 
obscure glass. All twenty-six win¬ 
dows have attached Venetian blinds 
of rust-resistant metal and are 
painted an attractive shade of 
ivory. 

Throughout the entirely new ed¬ 
ifice, for cooling ocmfort in the 
summer there are four 48-inch 
attic fans. In the winter twenty- 
five radio, tor-type gas heaters con¬ 
tribute the heat for necessary 
warmth. 

Entrances to both the sanctuary 
and the corridors of the church - 
school building are by way of 
porticoes - one on the east side, 
and a smaller one on the wes: 
side. The roof of each is supported 
by columns forming Gothic arch¬ 
ways or niche-like openings. The 
doors and window facings seen 
wit-hin the porticoes are of an 
ivory-toned gray t-o make more 
pronounced the different times of 
the day on the bronze bricks. The 
door knobs and hinges of all doors 
are of brass specially designed 
and furnished by Pittsburgh. 

When entering the church school 
building through the east portico, 
you enter a corridor of concrete, 
floored with asphalt tile, its decor¬ 
ative feature being a mahogony 
coloring with an ivory feature 
strip between it and a brown bor¬ 
der. Its walls are of primrose yel¬ 
low, its ceiling an ivory-toned 
celotex, whose grooved indenta¬ 
tions give the illusion of a darker 
trim. 

At the left of this corridor is 
the pastor’s study. At the right 
are class-rooms in colors of light 
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HISTORY OF GUEYDAN 
METHODISM 

The Methodist Church of Guey- 
dan was organized in Jan., 1898, 
by Rev. P. R. Knickerbpcker with 
eight members: Mr. W. L. Doss, 
Mrs. W. L. Doss, W. L. Doss, Jr., 
Mr. P. B. Stahl, Mrs. P. B. Stahl, 
Theo Schaedel, Mrs. Theo Schae- 
del, Louise Schaedel. Dr. W. L. 
Doss, Jr. is now pastor of the 
First Methodist Church, Bunkie, 
La. 

Rev. S. L. Riggs was assigned as 
the first resident pastor in Dec. 
1899, and during his stay built 
and paid for the Church building 
which has just been vacated. Mr. 
Gueydan gave the lots to the 
Methodist Church wiithout restric¬ 
tions, and the original deed is now 
in the Church’s possession. The 
church building cost between 
twelve and fifteen hundred dollars, 
all of which was paid by the 
members with the exception of

Rev. W. L. Doss, Jr., 
one of the charter members of 
this church, was at one time Pre¬ 
siding Elder here. 

The first preachng place was 
the school house located where 
the present school building is. The 
first Sunday School,a union school 
was held upstairs in the W. L. 
Doss’ home. In the summer, after¬ 
noon preaching .services were held 
in a rice warehouse when the 
school house no longer could ac¬ 
comodate the crowds. 

Mr. W. L. Doss, Sr. was Church 
School Superintendent as long as 
he lived. Mrs. O. M. Johnson also 
served in that capacity for a num¬ 
ber of years. 

For a number of years it has 
been the dream of the congrega¬ 
tion to build a new and adequate 
church plant and parsonage. So 
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under the leadership of Rev. C. W. 
Quaid, (1943-44) approximately 
$2800 was contributed toward the 
building of a new parsonage, con¬ 
struction of which was begun by 
Rev. Leon Turner in 1947, and 
completed in 1948 at the cost of 
approximately $15,000, including 
the lots for both church and par¬ 
sonage. The first financial drive 
for funds for the building of the 
new church was begun in Decem¬ 
ber 1947. In March of 1949, the 
beautiful new Sanctuary and edu¬ 
cational building was completed 
at the approximate cost of $70,000.

We are not bankrupt, nor are we making money. We will get 
through the year with our present funds; we’ll get the paper 
printed and to you.

We think the(y are growing 
pains. They are not death pangs. Mistakes are made. Once made 
they stay made—in a newspaper.

The New Orleans District Con¬ 
ference was held on Thursday, 
May 5, at the New Canal Street 
Church. The session was called to 
Order by the District Superinten¬ 
dent H. L. Johns at 2:30 P.M. 
There were some 200 delegates 
answering roll call with several 
visitors, a total estimated atten¬ 
dance of 300. TJie representatives 
of the Boards and institutions of 
the Conference were present for 
the entire program. 

The session of the Conference 
followed the custom of the past 
few years by meeting close to 
the end of the Conference year. 
This particular confrence was post¬ 
poned until after Easter so that 
it could be held in the New Church 
on Canal Street. The new Struc¬ 
ture cost approximately $80,000 
and will seat a maximum of 450 
persons. The Church is Air Con¬ 
ditioned and has the divided Chan¬ 
cel floor plan with art-glass win¬ 
dows telling the story of the life 
of Christ. 

The slogan for the conference 
was, “Anything can Happen Here”, 
and some of the speakers were in 
agreement that it did. After the 
opening Hymn, Carl Lueg, a min¬ 
isterial son of Canal St. Church,

led the responsive Reading. Prayer 
was led by W. H. Giles, Dist. Supt. 
of the Monroe District. The Con¬ 
ference was welcomed by Mrs. A. 
F. Hanson, local president- and 
District President of the W. S. C. S. 
who was presented by the Pastor. 
“Anything can happen here” did 
happen when Dr. Johns presented 
his daughter, Mrs. Barber, and 
daughter-in-law Mrs. Roy Johns, 
Jr., with their two babies. He 
presented the babies and kissed 
them before the Conference. They 
were proof of his interest in the 
program to enroll the babies in 
Sunday school. 

The past secretary, and Pastor-" 
host Karl Tooke, was elected sec¬ 
retary by acclamation. The Dist.

The Committees as listed on the 
Program for the Conference were 
duly elected and assignd to their 
meeting rooms.

corridors and class rooms is stained 
a medium walnut. 

From the corridor running east 
and west, one can look inside the 
kitchen covered with grease-resis¬ 
tant tile, and see a jasper green 
linoleum on the table space above 
the floor cabinet and extending up 
on the wall. One also sees a hot 
water tank and a Firestone gas 
range. And, if half the door into 
the assembly room is open, one 
is delighted at finding a Dutch 
door. 

Double doors open from the 
corridor into an assembly room 
of light velvet green which can be 
converted easily into three rooms, 
when folded doors roll into place 
t-o form partitions. A single door 
forms an entrance from the rear 
where a concrete walk surrounds 
the building from the door to the 
main walk in front of the church 
building. 

At the end of the corridor run¬ 
ning east and west is the men’s 
rest room. Turning toward the 
south one enters the choir room 
through short corridors running 
into each other. At the side of one 
is a closet for school literature; 
at the end of the other is a closet 
for the maroon robes of the choir 
members. 

Viewed from a distance one sees 
a Gothic-styled church with its 
spire, containing no belfry, topped 
with a proportionate Latin Cross 
resting upon a small orb to typify 
“the triumph o f the Gospel 
throughout the world.” This Cross 
of Triumph, made of iron and 
painted with Emperor’s gold, 
blends in most harmoniously with 
the rest of the octagonally shaped 
spire covered in copper. Even the 
shape of the spire has its symbol¬ 
ism. For by its use, Methodists 
acknowledge publicly their belief 
in Regeneration, Completion, Holy 
Baptism and the New Birth. 

Above the double doors of the 
main entrance and within the 
Gothic-styled concrete molding, on 
a background of concrete is an¬ 
other cross in bas-relief, the Cross 
Alisee Patee. This form of cross 
has long been considered one of 
the most beautiful and decorative 
crosses. The entrance opens into 
a vestibule where an easy-climb¬ 
ing pine stairway on either side 
leads to a balcony which seats 56 


persons. Here again is a tribute— 
this time to a very special one-the 
late Mr. W. L. Doss, one of the 
charter members of 1898. The 
beautiful memorial window was 
placed in the old church during 
the pastorate of t-he late Reverand 
K. W. Dodson, and moved to a 
place where it will prove of value 
in inspiring both the pastor and 
the choir. 

Other double doors oposite the 
main entrance open into the Sanc¬ 
tuary. The floors are covered with 
asphalt tile, identical to that 
throughout the adjoining church 
school building. It is laid in a 
similar manner to that in the cor¬ 
ridor. Down the center the ivory 
feature-strips run lengthwise the 
Sanctuary to form a runner from 
the entrance of the Sanctuary to 
the altar. 

The ceiling of the Sanctuary is 
covered between the purlins with 
an accoustical celotex in an off- 
white. The king-posts, the beams, 
and the struts, in the triangular 
trusses, support a roof, covered 
with rust-brown asbestos shingles. 
Made of steel, they are concealed 
beneath wood in a light walnut 
finish to harmonize with the fin¬ 
ish of other wood throughout the 
building. 

Suspended from the ceiling by 
chains are hexagonal-pendant lan¬ 
terns from Cleveland, Ohio. The 
frames have an antique gold fin¬ 
ish and enclose cathedral acid- 
etched glass. Harmonizing lanterns 
in the bracket style are in the vest¬ 
ibule, and ceiling style in the ceil¬ 
ing dbove the choir. 

The altar railing is placed hori¬ 
zontally across the altar platform 
with its octagonal front and its 
floor of birch. One step leads to 
it and the font, between the altar 
railing and the lectern. This uni¬ 
versal symbol for the Sacrament 
of Holy Baptism is of Vermont 
marble and, in fts beautiful white, 
makes a devout and sacred appeal 
to those seeking Holy Baptism 
either for themselves or their 
children. 

Two steps up from the octagon¬ 
shaped platform leads one to the 
lectern on the left and the pulpit 
on the right. Both are of gum and 
stained a medium walnut, and 
they rest upon a floor of birch. 
The lectern is rectangular in shape; 
the pulpit octagon shaped in front. 
Two Gothic-styled pulpit chairs on 


either side of a matching com¬ 
munion table are of oak with a 
medium walnut finish.

The Communion table, upon 
whose side is carved the words, 
‘THIS DO IN REMEMBRANCE 
OF ME” used in the celebration of 
altar for holding a Latin Cross and 
matching candlesticks. 

Directly behind this table and its 
background of panelled gum are 
two rows of choir chairs with the 
back row elevated five and one- 
half inches, for a membership of 
eighteen persons. 

On either side of the altar from 
the main Sanctuary, the door from 
the Pastor’s Study on the right 
and the door from the organ room 
on the left, are seen in back¬ 
grounds with an interpretation of 
symbolism. Blossom pink, which 
symbolizes the shinning light of the 
Gospel, and light buff combine to 
give a rose-beige to harmonize 
with the color of the pink walls 
in the Sanctuary. This color rolls 
or blends into a shade of purple. 
Beyond and above the panelling 
at the back of the choir is a back¬ 
ground of ultra-marine blue toned 
down to present Nature’s own blue 
on far distant horizons. In this 
background is placed the outstand¬ 
ing decoration of this Church, 
erected as an enduring monu¬ 
ment to the faith of those believing 
in its future. The “Head of Christ”, 
a famous painting of Warner E. 
Sallman, is framed without glass 
in a lovely bronze-gold frame, to 
which is attached a bronze reflec¬ 
tor which can be adjusted to re¬ 
flect light from any desired ver¬ 
tical angle to illuminate any per¬ 
son of the features of Our Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

It is a picture said by critics ever 
to challenge the thinking mind. 
From its study one finds the face 
of Him who was a man’s man, 
with the tan of one, “who lived 
and worked out of doors.” His 
is the face of “one mature, yet 
ever youthful; courageous, yet 
humble; manly, yet compassionate; 
practical, yet mystical; friendly, 
yet lonely; incisive, yet warm and 
winsome.” All qualites of charac¬ 
ter, resultng from a life-long study 
of Bibical art and Sallman’s own 
study and interpretation of the 
Holy Bible present a picture rich 
in color tones for an inspirational 
study and appreciation. 
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A GLORIOUS PAST 

* * * 

The past of the First Methodist 
Church of Many, while if has not 
been spectacular, has been a glor¬ 
ious one. Only local records con¬ 
tribute to this history, but out of 
them come factual evidence of over 
one hundred years of Methodism 
in Many. 

The Police Jurors’ record indi¬ 
cates that a Methodist Church was 
here as early as 1846. But it was 
in 1849 that two lots were deeded 
to the Methodist Church. Upon 
them was erected a two story 
building—the lower floor to be 
used as a Methodist Church and 
the upper one as a Masonic lodge. 
This was used until 1883, when the 
Methodists bought a building from 
the Baptist Church in which they 
held services for ten years. In 1894 
the present site was acquired from 
Florine Giaque and a church was 
built which housed the Methodist 
congregation until 1930. 

The present beautiful colonial 
building was then erected, during 
the ministry of Rev. J. E. Self. 
Plans for a remodeling program 
were brought before the Building 
Committee, of which Mr. W. M. 
Knott was chairman. But he and 
a small number of laymen advo¬ 
cated a new building. This was 
agreed upon and a church was 
b'-'Tt which has served the congre¬ 
gation since that time in a splendid 
way. 

‘ The chruch was on acircuit dur¬ 
ing the nineteenth century and 
into the early part of the twen¬ 
tieth-being a part of the Natchi¬ 
toches Circuit of the Shreveport 
District (Today Many is in the 
Lake Charles District, Natchitoches 
in the Alexandria District neither 
linked with Shreveport) 

The first pastor, of which this 
church has a record was Rev. J. M. 
Franklin, He characterized the true 
spirit of the early Circuit Rider. 
He was a God fearing man that 
feared nothing else. It is said that 
this merchant minister at one time 
killed a huge bear with his hunting 
knife, as the bear was struggling 
with his dog. When he grew too 
old to preach, a pallet was brought 
to the chancel where he lay as he 
listened to the sermon. 

Rev. Sam Holiday, also another 
early courageous circuit rider fol¬ 
lowed him and served the charge 
for many years. People of today 
remembered this lovable man who 
was a great gospel preacher. 

Besides these two ministers the 
following have served this church: 
J. H. Brown, J. B. Thompson, T. S. 
Randel, J. P. Sanders, H. B. Thom¬ 
pson, Wilson Moore, P. O. Lowrey, 
S. D. Howard, J. L. Williams, J. B. 
Williams, J. A. McCormack, W. L. 
Perry, R. F. Harrell, J. E. Self, C. 
R. Rouseaux, W. T. Grey, A. L. 
Gilmore, J. D. Fornby, L. N. Hoff- 
pauir, R. T. Pynes, Sam Nader, 
G. A. Morgan and C. W. Quaid. 

There were other ministers be¬ 
fore Rev. Franklin but there is 
no local record of their names. 
There were probably others whose 
names were not put down on the 
roll. But these men of God, along 
with the laity of the church have 
carried on to make a massive 
Methodist contribution to the com¬ 
munity and to the building of 
God’s kingdom.

Many church is 366. There has 
been an average of 30 additions 
for the last three years. The 1948- 
49 Conference year will probably 
add the largest number in the his¬ 
tory of the church. 

The Church School enrollment 
(Sunday School alone) is 235. Sev¬ 
enty-eight of this number have be¬ 
come members in the last two 
years—making the Crusade goal 
a reality and giving the largest 
enrollment in the history of the 
church. The unusual thing about 
this school is that the adults out¬ 
number the children and young 
people. While this leaves the future 
rather uncertain it is wonderful to 
see the splendid response of the 
adults. 

The problem of tieing the Sun¬ 
day School and Morning Worship 
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tire Sunday School meets in the 
basement during this time. Cold 
drinks and coffee are served to 
all. This has notonly helped in the 
increase of Worship Service atten¬ 
dance but has also become one of 
the highlight fellowship periods in 
the church program. (Coffee helps 
to keep the congregation awake 
during church services too.) 

The “J. B. Williams Memorial 
Class”—an immense class of which 
is a combination of young and 
middle aged adults, has made a 
definite contribution to the Church 
Extension program. It has paid 
a portion of the salary of a rural 
worker, Mr. Leo Westbrook, who 
has gone into many of the com¬ 
munities in Sabine Parish to hold 
cottage prayer meetings. He has 
reached an average of 250 people 


* * * 

Those with a glorious past and a 
progressive present have a faith 
for the future. The church has 
bought the sixty foot lot that runs 
through the whole block to its 
left. The thirty foot street separ¬ 
ating the building and lot was 
deeded to the church by the town 
of Many. This gives it adequate 
room for future building needs. 

No building program has been 
launched, but some preliminary 
sketches have been drawn, sug¬ 
gesting a master plan that will 
serve the, congregation in a most 
adequate way. This has been plan¬ 
ned in four different units, where 
each may be added when needed. 
Should the future bring forth un- 
forseen growth, plenty of space 
is provided for a chapel and addi¬ 
tional educational facilities. 

♦With the growth of the Church 
School the educational plant is 
now crowded. The center unit in 
the drawing of “the proposed plant 
to serve the future” will be the 
logical unit to add, should the de¬ 
mand grow greater. 

together has been partially solved 
by the promotion of a “Fellowship 
Period” between the two. The en- 
each week, many, who otherwise, 
would not have had access in a 
religious way, but it has been a 
spiritual blessng to the class and 
has helped prepare another min¬ 
ister to fill a Methodist pulpit. Mr. 
Westbrook plans to accept a church 
at Annual Conference. 

Along with the gains in church 
and Sunday School membership, 
the Many church has made various 
other advancements. A Hammond 
Organ ha|s been added to the 
furnishings of the church. An ade¬ 
quate speaking and recording 
system has been installed for wor¬ 
ship, recreational and educational 
purposes. Loud speakers are in the 
tower, which sends forth chime 
recording music out over the com¬ 
munity. It is also hooked up with 
the organ. The interior of the 
church has been redecorated, giv¬ 
ing the sanctuary a truly worship¬ 
ful atmosphere and making it one 
of the most beautiful in the state. 
Two large fans, which send forth 
water cooled air, have been in¬ 
stalled- This cools the church in a 
wonderful way, during the hotest 
summer weather. 

This church has observed its 
Centenial this year. The following 
goals were set: The largest Sunday 
School in the history of the church;

“Faith of Our Fathers” 
is true with this church, but the 
additional phrase, “Living Stall” is 
equally true.

President of Chile Decorates 

Methodist Minister 

The “Order of Merit” has been 
awarded by the Republic of Chile 
to Dr. Dillman Samuel Bullock, of 
Lapeer, Michigan, pastor of the 
Methodist Church in Angol, Chile, 
and djrector-emeritus of El Vergel 
Agricultural School, maintained 
by the Board of Missions and 
Church Extension of the Metho¬ 
dist Church. The “Order of Merit” 
was established in 1820 by Ber¬ 
nardo O’Higgins, “father of Chil¬ 
ean independence,” and is awarded 
on rare occasions to foreigners 
“for distinguished service to the 
nation.” In 1920, after graduation 
from Michigan Agricultural Col¬ 
lege, Dr. Bullock went to Chile 
as an agricultural missionary, first 
to the Araucanian Indians under 
the Church of England; then under 
the Methodist Church to establish 
a demonstration farm and school 
that has set standards for the 
whole continent. His work has 
been not only in training farmers- 
to-be, but in improving seeds, 
crops, fruits, and Livestock.

COVINGTON CHURCH 


On Sunday May 1, 1949 the Cov¬ 
ington Methodist Church made the 
formal opening and occupation of 
its newly acquired Educational and 
Recreational Annex which was 
purchased on Feb. 19. On the same 
day in the afternoon at the con¬ 
clusion of the Fourth Quarterly 
Conference of the Covington 
Charge, Dr. H. L. Johns, D. S. and 
the members of the Conference 
were invited to go next door to 
inspect this spacious and well 
equipped Annex and be served 
delicious refreshments. 

During the four years of the 
pastorate of the incumbent, Rev. 
Frank C. Collins, the Church 
School at Covington has doubled 
in attendance and enrollment. It 
has been apparent for several years 
that if the Sunday School was to 
do its best work, that larger accom¬ 
odations should be acquired. The 
primary class was being held in 
the parsonage, two classes in the 
main auditorium, and the Begin¬ 
ners’ Class was crowded like ‘sar¬ 
dines in a can.” Efforts were made 
last year to buy the house and lot 
next door and were continued dur¬ 
ing the year to no avail. So plans 
were drawn and blueprinted to 
build an annex on the back of the 
church in the back yard of the 
parsonage lot. Just as the contract 
was about to be let, the owners of 
the much coveted property next 
’-or decided to sell for $9700. 
M'we than three-fourths of this 
amount had already been accum¬ 
ulated and with a short term loan 
for the balance, the purchase was 
made. 

This addition to our property 
which adjoins the church and prac¬ 
tically doubles our land holdings 
greatly enhances its value by giv¬ 
ing us immediate adequate facili¬ 
ties for our Church School, a build¬ 
ing with eight nice size rooms, a 
kitchen and two rest rooms, a 
large garage and a yard with seven 
bearing pecan frees. This will make 
it possible to build a larger and 
finer church plant in the future 
on this choice corner lot on Jeffer¬ 
son Avenue on which the four 
principal churches are located.

Christ is made Central by 
the large window over the altar 
which will have Christ Standing 
with outstretched hands. On each 
side of this bay will be another 
showing Moses and the Old Testa¬ 
ment. 

All of the windows and furniture 
will be memorials. A public address 


system is built into the building. 
The Building Committee is A. F. 
Hanson, E. M. Carruth, and E, E 
Roemershauser. The Contractor 
was C. W. Montague. The Pastor 
of the Church is Karl Tooke, who 
has been responsible for the build¬ 
ing of 5 churches and 5 Sunday 
School buildings and one' parson¬ 
age apartment in the last 12 years 
in the New Orleans District. Dur¬ 
ing this time he was pastor at 
Munholand 9 years and Canal 
Street for the past 3 years.

W. Stodghill, director of the Meth¬ 
odist Loan and Scholarship Fund, 
outlined the significance and possi¬ 
bilities of the Church’s scholar¬ 
ship service. 

“The National Methodist- Schol¬ 
arship program, heading up in the 
Division c-f Educational Institu¬ 
tions of the Board of Education 
has enjoyed a phenomenal growth 
during the five years since it was 
authorized. . . .The Church’s op¬ 
portunities deriving from the 
growth and service of this fund 
are almost limitless,” said Dr. 
Stodghill, “provided Methodist 
people will continue through MSD 
offerings in local churches to pro- 
, vide the resources needed in finan¬ 


cing an expanded program. 

“At present we are granting, 
something more than five hundred! 
scholarships per year and there* 
seems to be a tendency to level off: 
at about that figure. We could, 
easily place twice that number of 
scholarships in the hands of young: 
persons whose capabilities have: 
already been proved and whose 
promise of usefulness to society, 
and to the Church is outstanding.. 
In other words, we should double: 
the sum now being received from. 
MSD offering, which, incidentally, 
constitutes the only source of sup¬ 
port for the Church’s loan and. 
scholarship program. 

“That does not mean,” explained ’. 
Dr. Stodghill, That churches al¬ 
ready accustomed to give liberally' 
to this cause should feel pressure 
to give twice as much on MSD as . 
they have been giving. It means 
instead, that every church not 
regularly observing Methodist Stu¬ 
dent Day with an appropriate ser¬ 
vice and an offering should give 
the ocacsion its rightful place on 
the church calendar 1949 and an¬ 
nually thereafter.

Chaplain’s Pension Rights Explained 


Pensions for ministers of The 
Methodist Church are adminis¬ 
tered by the Board of Pensions and 
the Board of Conference Claim¬ 
ants of the respective Annual Con¬ 
ferences. 

Chaplains in the Regular Army, 
Regular Navy, and on duty with 
the Veterans Administration and 
Federal penitentiaries, accumu¬ 
late retirement benefits with the 
government either through the 
military establishments or under 
civil service. Therefore, in the 
judgment of the Methodist Com¬ 
missions, such Chaplains should 
not be required to contribute to 
an Annual Conference Annuity 
Fund, during such years of ser¬ 
vice, and they should be listed in 
the Minutes of their Annual Con¬ 
ference as serving without annuity 
claim ,for such years of service. 
However, the number of years of 
service in the appointments of an 
Anuual Conference prior or sub¬ 
sequent to active duty as a Chap¬ 
lain in the Regular Army, Navy, 
Veterans Administration, etc., 
should be counted for annuity 
claim. 

Ministers of The Methodist 
Church who served as Chaplains 
in the Army of the United States 
and the United States Naval Re¬ 
serve during the periods of e- 
mergency of World War and/or 
World War II, should have the 
right to a claim for the years be¬ 
tween April 6, 1917 and November 
11, 1918 and between September 
9, 1940 and December 31, 1946, 
provided no pension is granted by 
the Government for such years of 
service. 

Reserve Chaplains on active 
duty with the Armed Services, 
other than the periods of an emer¬ 
gency for the dates given above, 
should be required to contribute 
to the Annual Conference Annuity 
Fund and should be listed in the 
Minutes of their Annual Confer¬ 
ence as serving with annuity 
claim. The determination of whe¬ 
ther the years of that service shall 
be counted in establishing a claim 
on the Annual Conference should 
be dependent upon each Chap¬ 
lain’s ability to qualify for the re¬ 
tirement benefits of the federal 
government, as provided for Re¬ 
serve Officers by Public Law 810, 
Title III. 

Reserve Chaplains not on active 
duty with the Armed Services who 
maintain their reserve commission

by attendance at meetings, cor¬ 
respondence courses, and perhaps 
by participating in short periods 
of training may be eligible for 
certain, limited benefits under the 
provisions of the above mentioned 
law. However, the receipt of such 
benefits should not affect their 
right to a claim on the Annual 
Conferences for credit for the 
years of service rendered in the 
appointments of the Conference, 
other than as a Chaplain. 

Retirement benefits for physical 
disability incurred during military 
service paid to a Chaplain by the 
government should not affect his 
right to a claim on the Annual 
Conference for credit for the 
years of service rendered in the 
appointments of the Conference, 
other than as a Chaplain.

The High Cost of Loving 

Behind the words of the title 
of this story lie hundreds of hu¬ 
man interest situations that would 
make thrilling reading if full ac¬ 
counts could come to light. Here’s 
one instance. 

In the church where I serve the 
Sunday Bulletin came in to be 
proofed before the final run at 
the printer’s. A mistake in copy 
slipped by in the first proofing, 
but it stuck out before me in the 
next. “We are driven, due to the 
high cost of loving, to ask for more 
funds for the Orphanage this 
year.” 

I didn’t know whether to leave it 
that way or to change it to read 
“high cost of living.” It was a 
meaningful mistake. 

Both are expensive these days, 
but the costs of Christian loving 
always comes high, especially 
when we deal with homeless child¬ 
ren in our many church Homes. 

Any Christian feels his heart 
strings tugged by an appeal from 
the fatherless, although it is not 
always the case that his pocket- 
book responds proportionately to 
the needs created by rising costs. 
It may be ignorance, or thought¬ 
lessness, but certainly not wilful¬ 
ness, that keeps the Christian 
from a hearty financial response. 
A Christian does not turn away 
from any need, even with his

How The Lights Were Turned On

(By an eye and ear witness, E. 
Harold Mohn) 

It happened in Lakeland. The 
night could not have been darker 
for the lights had all gone out, 
nor could it have been hotter, even 
in Florida, on a Sunday night in 
June. 

In spite of the heat and the 
blackout, the auditorium, pack¬ 
ed with people, was radiant in 
the light of a thousand happy 
faces and so charged with ex¬ 
citement that everyone forgot to 
be uncomfortable. 

This is how it all happened. 

Two missionaries to Cuba, the 
Reverend and Mrs. John Stroud, 
were on the platform. Simply and 
briefly they had told their story 
about a Christian ministry to 4, 
000 children on the island of Cu¬ 
ba and explained that the lack 
of medical supplies and addition¬ 
al equipment constituted the dif¬ 
ference between life and death for 
hundreds more. Mr. Stroud had 
challenged, "Methodism could 
change the character of the island 
of Cuba in five years if we but 
had the resources in men and mon¬ 
ey." 

Then the lights went out. 

Everyone knew they would 
come on again, but only a few re¬ 
alized how they would come on. 

Chairman Dr. P. M. Boyd of 
Jacksonville, Florida, called out 
in the darkness, “Why not meet 
this challenge with Missionary 
Specials? My church will pledge 
$250 for one month’s medical sup¬ 
plies.” 

Immediately from the audience 
another gift of $250 was pledged 
for the second month of the year 
and then Dr. John Branscomb 

pocketbook. 

Costs of loving come high in 
terms of personal sacrifice and 
discipline for service — so high 
that it requires real comradship 
with the Master to meet them. 

Remember the “high cmt of 
loving” as you plan for the high 
cost of living. 
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suggested that the pledges start 
with January and since February 
also was provided, his church in 
Orlando would be responsible for 
March. 

From the audience came voices 
out of the night — “My birthday 
is in June. We will take that month 
for my church.” Someone had a 
birthday in May and challenged 
the holder to make room for his 
church in that month. So these 
eager voices sparkled in the dark¬ 
ness until one could feel, if not 
actually see, the faces of a thour- 
sand people illumined with the 
light of the gospel of the Son of 
Righteousness. 

What a story! Before the elec¬ 
tric lights could be turned on a- 
gain 24 months of medical sup¬ 
plies had been provided for the 
work of the Strouds in Cuba. The 
total was $6,000 in extra Specials. 

But that is not the end of the 
story. The Florida Conference had 
already reported an increase in 
World Service giving of thirty - 
three and one-third per cent with 
a surplus of $7,000 beyond that. 
It had reported one-fourth as 
much remitted in cash for Specials 
in the first year of The Advance, 
as it had given in the last quad- 
rennium to the Crusade for Christ. 
It had given more than $16,000 to 
the Week of Dedication. 

There is no end to such a story. 
There never is. All we need is to 
have a story to tell and then tell 
it. Life is a story-book in which the 
actors never grow up. Always we 
are children both in our eagerness 
to hear its stories and to have a 
part in them. To share with others 
the good news of the Gospel in 
the midst of the world’s evil does 
far more than logic, or even theo¬ 
logy, to hasten the coming of the 
Kingdom of God. 

It is time to tell the story. The 
story will bear its own message 
most effectively. Laymen want to 
hear it and they will heed. 

The Advance for Christ and 
His Church will be hastened when 
more Strouds are given the chance 
to tell the story of ChrisPs love 
and of His redeeming power. 


Board To Have 
New Building 

Nashville, Tenn. — Mr. Donald 
Southgate, well-known architect 
was employed recently to draw 
plans for a building that will serve 
as national headquarters of the 
Board of Education of the Metho¬ 
dist Church. Mr. Odis C. Pound- 
stone of the firm of Poundstone, 
Ayers and Godwin, Atlanta, Ga., 
was employed as consulting archi¬ 
tect. 

The structure, which will be 
erected at 19th Avenue South and 
Grand, will be situated just across 
19th Avenue from Scarritt College. 
In building materials used and in 
outward design the projected 
building will harmonize with those 
on the Scaritt campus. 

Mr. Southgate has had wide 
experience in planning buildings 
designed to serve educational and 
religious purposes. Mr. Poundstone 
has perhaps worked in more Meth¬ 
odist educational enterprises than 
any other architect. The late Mr. 
and Mrs. Henry Pfeiffer, whose 
generous gifts to Methodist edu¬ 
cation will long be remembered, 
always retained Mr. Poundstone’s 
profesional services when they 
contemplated giving a library, 
a chapel, an academic building or 
a dormitory to a Methodist insti¬ 
tution. Currently, Mr. Poundstone 
is working on 18 Methodist pro¬ 
jects in 10 states. 

According to members of the 
Building Committee of the Board, 
construction is scheduled to begin 
early in 1950 and the Committee 
hopes the Board may move into 
its new headquarters by Septem¬ 
ber. 

The building, which in addition 
to the basement will be two stories 
in height, will house the offices 
of the Board of Education staff 
and will also provide committee 
and conference rooms for small 
group meetings. The building will 
be designed to meet the needs of 
the Board, which in its denomina¬ 
tion-wide program gives general 
direction to the educational work 
in the 46,000 local Methodist

At Rayne Memorial 

A Food Drive for overseas re¬ 
lief was recently completed in 
Rayne Memorial Church, New 
Orleans, in co-operation with 
Church World Service. A total of 
1584 lbs of canned and dried food 
not packed in glass was collected 
by the Young People’s Depart¬ 
ment which sponsord the church¬ 
wide project. At the suggestion 
of Church World Service, each i- 
tem was labeled with a label 
giving the name and address of 
Rayne Memorial in hope of estab¬ 
lishing correspondence with needy 
people overseas The young people 
sorted and packed the 1742 items 
of food into 48 cartons, which 
were supplied by Church World 
Service. The latter organization, 
which has a depot at 601 South 


Olympia St. in New Orleans, paid 
the ocean freight of 50<f per box 
for sending it overseas where it 
is distributed by church people to 
needy persons. Church World Ser¬ 
vice is at present in great need of 
food to meet known needs over¬ 
seas. This organization will glad¬ 
ly make a similar arrangement 
with any other Methodist church, 
supplying the boxes and paying 
the transportation overseas. Can¬ 
ned and dried food of low water 
content and not packed in glass 
is what is required and greatly 
needed.

AMERICAN METHODISM 


AND PHILOSOPHY 


by Benjamin A. Petty

American Methodism and phil¬ 
osophy have had suprisingly close 
and valuable relations. Within the 
ranks pi American Methodists, 
the^%ave been a number of able 
minds interested in both the claims 
of Methodism and the problems 
of philosophy. The most notable 
among the earlier American phil¬ 
osophers of Methodist persuasion 
is Borden Parker Bowne (1847- 
1910). Bowne was graduated from 
New York University in 1871 and 
pursued further studies in phil¬ 
osophy at Paris, Halle, and Gottin¬ 
gen. He was called to Boston 
Univehsity in 1876 where he re¬ 
mained as professor of philosophy, 
and from 1888 on, as Dean of the 
Graduate School, until his death. 
His chief works comprise 7 vol¬ 
umes, and through them and his 
teaching he exerted a liberalizing 
influence on religious thought. 
B»wne gave Methodist philosoph¬ 
ical theology the most adequate 
expression it had yet received. He 
expressed it in terms of his phil¬ 
osophical system which he called 
“Kantianized Berkeleianism” and 
(after 1908) “personalism.” 
Bowne’s personalism is a form 
of idealism which he developed 
independently, though, of course, 
influenced by other thinkers. The 
German prilosopher Lotze under 
whom he studied was perhaps the 
principal influence. For Bowne, 
persons or selves are the dominant 
metaphysical realities as well as 
the only ultimate intrinsic values. 
Bowne’s personalism was also the- 
istic as well as idealistic. He de¬ 
fended the concept of an omnipo¬ 
tent and absoluted God, arguing, 
however, as a philosopher rather 
than a theologian. 

The influence of Borden Parker 
Bowne on his fellow American 
Methodists interested in philoso¬ 
phy has been profound. It might 
even be said that personalism is 
“the Methodist philosophy”, if 
such an awkward expression were 
allowed. Certainly the most sig¬ 
nificant contributions made by 
American Methodists to philoso¬ 
phy have come from those who 
philosophically have been in the 
personalist camp. The “Big Three”, 
as it were, among contemporary 
American Methodists interested in 
philosophy with the widest in¬ 
fluence are all personalists and all 
directly influenced by Bowne. 
They are Albert C. Knudson, Ral¬ 
ph T. Flewelling, and Edgar S. 
Brightman. One cannot really 
judge present relations between 
American Methodism and philoso¬ 
phy unless these three men and 
their influence are considered. 

A. C .Knudson 

Dr. Albert C. Knudson is essen¬ 
tially a theologian rather than a 
philosopher, but like Bowne he has 
written in both fields. His Philoso¬ 
phy of Personalism published in 
1927 is a notable publication in the 
field of philosophy and somewhat 
parallels Bowne’s publication of 
an important book on theism in 
1902. Dr. Knudson was graduated 
from the University of Minnesota 
and Boston University School of 
Theology. He also studied at the 
universities of Jena and Berlin 
and received the degree of doctor 
of theology from the latter insti¬ 
tution. In 1906 he joined the fac- 
uly of his seminary twenty 
years later became its de^ In 


1938 he became dean emeritus of 
the Boston’ University School of 
Theology but has continued to be 
actively engaged i n writing. 
Throughout his long and fruitful 
career, this distinguished thinker 
produced by the M. E. Church 
has been interested in philosophy, 
although it is not the field of his 
major interest. The latter is theol 
logy, and in it Knudson has earned 
the reputation of being the fore¬ 
most Methodist theologian of his 
generation. However, by publica¬ 
tion of 9 important books, Dean 
Knudson has encouraged scholar¬ 
ship in both theology and philoso¬ 
phy. Also through his teaching at 
Methodism’s oldest seminary, he 
has stimulated interest in these 
two fields, particularly among 
young Methodist ministers in 
training. 

Ralph T. Flewelling 

Ralph T. Flewelling is another 
pupil of Bowne's who has encour¬ 
aged philosophy among American 
Methodists. He, too, is a personal¬ 
ist in philosophy like Bowne and 
Knudson and is more like Bowne 
in being a philosopher rather than 
a theologian Flewelling is not as 
well known in this area largely 
because his influence has been 
felt mainly in the west at the Uni¬ 
versity of Southern California. He 
received his Ph.D. from Boson 
University in 1909, the year before 
Bowne’s death, and had previous¬ 
ly earned degrees from the BU 
School of Theology and from Alma 
College in Michigan. He studied 
also at the Sorbonne in Paris and 
in 1917 became a member of the 
faculty of the School of Philosophy 
at the University of Southern 
California located in Los Angeles. 
In 1929 he became Director of 
the School of Philosophy and was 
only recently retired from that 
position. He is still actively en¬ 
gaged in scholarly activities pro¬ 
moting interest in philosophy. Dr. 
Flewelling has published 8 books 
expounding in various ways the 
personalist approach to the prob¬ 
lems of philosophy. He is particu¬ 
larly noted for his pioneering in 
the field of scholarly journals. In 
1920 he founded the well-known 
journal titled The Personalist. It 
is an excellent quarterly devoted 
to philosophy, religion, and litera¬ 
ture and costs $2.00 a year. Any 
Methodist minister interested in 
the intellectual life would do well 
to subscribe by sending that sum 
to Miss Florence H. Smith, Circu¬ 
lation Secretary of The Personalist, 
3551 University Avenue, Los An¬ 
geles 7, Calif. Dr. Flewelling has 
edited this notable publication for 
29 years, and the consistently high 
quality of it has helped create 
his excellent reputation. Many of 
his writings have been published 
in its pages. Through them and his 
teaching, he has helped create 
and intensify interest in philoso¬ 
phy in California and elsewhere, 
and, to be sure, among the people 
he has influenced have been many 
Methodists. 

Edgar S. Brightman 
The other pupil of Bowne’s who 
has greatly stimulated interest in 
philosophy among American Meth¬ 
odists is Edgar S. Brightman. Un¬ 
doubtedly as far as encouraging 
the study of philosophy among 
Methodists in America is concern¬ 
ed, Dr. Brightman has exerted the 
greatest influence. Since 1919 he 


has been the Borden Parker 
Bowne Professor of Philosophy 
at Boston University and in that 
position has had even wider in¬ 
fluence than Bowne himself did 
in his day. Dr. Brightman was 
graduated from Brown University 
(A.B., 1906, A.M., 1908) and from 
Boston University (S.T.B., 1910, 

Ph.D., 1912) where he had the 
opportunity of studying under 
Bowne while in seminary. He also 
studied in Germany at the uni¬ 
versities of Marburg and Berlin. 
His teaching career at Wesleyan 
University from 1915 to 1919 and 
at Boston University since 1919 
has been marked by numerous 
scholarly publications in the field 
of philosophy He has published 
13 books and a large number of 
articles in philosophical and re¬ 
ligious journals. In addition, he 
has carried on a prodigious corres¬ 
pondence with persons all over 
the world. Through his writings 
alone he has exerted a wide influ¬ 
ence. Then, as many may remem¬ 
ber from our Pastor’s School in 
1945, he is also an excellent teach¬ 
er noted for his elarity of thought 
and expression, his scholarship, 
and his teaching ability. Dr. 
Brightman has been particularly 
active in The Methodist Church. 
He is a member of the New Eng¬ 
land Conference and an active 
participant in the affairs of the 
Methodist church in Newton Cen¬ 
ter, Mass., where he lives. For 
years Dr. Brightman has been 
teaching courses in the School 
of Theology at Boston University 
which are indicative of both his 
interest in philosophy and Metho¬ 
dism. In his work in the College 
of Liberal Arts and in the Grad¬ 
uate School of the same institu¬ 
tion, he has acquired the reputa¬ 
tion of being the most authorita¬ 
tive exponent of the thought of 
Borden Parker Bowne. This does 
not mean that Brightman has been 
merely accurately echoing what 
Bowne said. Brightman has shown 
himself to be a sympathetic but 
searching critic of Bowne’s thought 
as anyone who has heard him 
lecture on Bowne knows. While 
adhering essentially to the per¬ 
sonalism taught by Bowne, Bright¬ 
man has developed many of its 
implications and kept the school 
of thought abreast of the current 
movements of thought. He has 
differed most radically from 
Bowne in his thought about God. 
This is set forth with characteris¬ 
tic clarity in his A Philosophy 
of Religion published by Prentice- 
Hall in 1940, a book which is a 
valuable addition to a Methodist 
minister’s library. In the field of 
philosophy of religion particular¬ 
ly, Brightman has done much in¬ 
dependent creative work. He has 
developed the theory of a finite 
God or of a God whose power is 
limited by realities which He did 
not create. For Brightman these 
realities (“the Given”) are internal 
to God and are part of His own 
eternal experience. Others, how¬ 
ever, think of that which limits 
God as something external. It is 
over this point that the surprising 
number of contemporary philoso¬ 
phers accpting theistic finitism 
differ. To be sure, not all philoso¬ 
phers or theologians hold such a 
theory of God. It is interesting to 
note that Dean Knudson differs 
from Dr. Brightman at this point 
and has offered the best critique 
to date of the idea of a finite God 
in his important The Doctrine of 
Redemption published by Abing- 
don-Cokesbury in 1933. 

One of the tests of the effective¬ 
ness of a teacher is the number 
and quality of students he has 
taught .Dr. Brightman passes this 
test in superlative fashion. He has 
attracted many students from all 
over the United Saes and even 


abroad. The students who have 
studied under him in the School 
of Theology and particularly in 
the Graduate School at Boston 
University are to be found now 
in many places of real responsi¬ 
bility. Many are Methodist minis¬ 
ters who have been fired with 
an intense interest in philosophy 
which has not died out. A large 
number of Ph.D’s have finished 
under Brightman and are working 
in places of importance, both in 
the preaching and teaching min¬ 
istry in this country and abroad. 
The following list indicates some 
of the Methodists imterested in 
philosophy who have studied un¬ 
der Dr. Brightman. The list is 
restricted to include only some of 
those teaching in the United States, j 
Methodists who have studied phil- j 
osophy unde Brightman include i 
Peter Bertocci, Harold DeWolf, | 
and Walter Muelder at Bosto% 
University; Leroy Loemker and 
Mack Stokes at Emory University; 
Georgia Harkness at Garrett; 
Thomas Kepler at Oberlin; Earl 
Furgeson at Westminister Semin¬ 
ary; Edward Rarnsdell at Vander¬ 
bilt; Louis Norris at DePauw; 
Richard Bender at Baker Univer¬ 
sity; and Bond Fleming at Mill- 
saps. 

This brief survey has perhaps 
made clear that there have been 
fruitful relations between Ameri¬ 
can Methodism and philosophy. 
Knudson, Flewelling ,and Bright¬ 
man have continued Bowne’s con¬ 
suming interest, in philosophy. 
These three teachers, Brightman 
especially, have made contribu¬ 
tions to the subject and have in¬ 
creased the interest in philosophic¬ 
al inquiry among Methodists. Lar¬ 
ger numbers of people who are 
Methodist persuasion are becom¬ 
ing vitally interested in philoso¬ 
phy. In a time when many rivals 
are bidding for the intellectual 
allegiance of people, this is a 
hopeful sign. John Wesley urged 
his people to think and let think. 
The growing interest in philosophy 
today indicates that some of the 
people called Methodists are tak¬ 
ing his injunction seriously.

We cooperated with the local 
Twin City Council of Church Wo¬ 
men in their Community Day Ser¬ 
vice. Eighteen “Pack-A-Towel” 
packages were sent to Overseas 
Relief. In cooperation with the A- 
merican Legion Auxiliary we sent 
a high school girT in 1948 and in 
1949 to Pelican Girls State in Ba¬ 
ton Rouge. The society also sent 
a negro girl each year to a camp 
in Minden. $12 was donated to a 
negro college. $10 .was given to¬ 
wards building a mission church 
in South Louisiana .$25 and sev¬ 
eral layettes were sent to Memor¬ 
ial Mercy Home in New Orleans. 
Coupons were collected by Mrs. 
J. H. Griffin and sent to Mercy 
Memorial Home where they are 
converted in to cash. 

$693.83 was spent from the Love 
Fund given in the 12 circles. 

Realizing that we limit ourselves 
when we work alone through tha 
C. S. R. Secretary and her com¬ 
mittee, the Woman’s Society and 
the Wesleyan Service Guild have 
been able to become a part of the 
total life of the church and the 
community.

My dear Brother, 

For nine or ten years I have, 
been sending out Dr. E. Stanley | 
Jones’ letters to several thousand 
of interested friends of his. He had 
not mailed me copy for one since 
he has been in the Orient this 
year; but a * few days ago I got 
the one enclosed. 

Ten days ago a great sorrow 
came to our family in the drowning 
of my grandson, Robert Wynn 
Blanton, 22 years old, while he was 
on a mission of mercy to Galveston, 
hoping to bring cheer to his young 
cousin in John Sealy Hospital. Be¬ 
cause of this grief I find it im¬ 
possible to- get this letter out, 
though I am sending a copy to Dr. 
T. Otto Nall, of the Christian Ad¬ 
vocate, with the hope that he could 
make use of it. 

I enclose a copy of our Church 
Spire which tells about Wynn and 
what our minister thinks of him 
and describes the Robert Wynn 
Blanton Memorial Building which 
will be erected in connection with 
our proposed new .St. Luke’s Meth¬ 
odist Church here. My daughter 
conceived the idea on her way 
home from Galveston the after - 
nonn of the tragedy. They will 
start it with his life insurance 
money, $5,000. Many checks have 
already been sent in. 

One of the saddest parts of the 
tragedy is that they did not know 
he and his young brother were in 
a danger zone. There were signs 
of danger but they did not see 
them. After taking the sick young 
man to dinner, they drove down 
to the West Beach and two of 
them, Wynn and Neal, went in to 
wade, with no idea of swimming, 
when the undertow caught them. 
Neal made his way to a small 
platform about six inches above 
the water and was considerably 
cut by barnacles, but was able 
to be rescued. 

If you can use this material and 
these notices in your paper I shall 
appreciate it very much, besides 
giving as much of Dr. Jones’ letter 
as you have space for. Being of 
very recent date, it ought to be 
of vital interest to all Christians.

Letter From 
E. Stanley Jones 

Sat Tal, via Bhim Tal 
District Naini Tal 
India 
May 27, 1949 
My Dear Friend: 

Two things have kept me from 
getting this letter out on time — 
my trip to the Far East and then 
upon returning, my getting of the 
manuscript, “The Way to Power 
and Poise.” 

First, my trip to the Far East, 
perhaps the most eventful four 
months of my not uneventful life. 
After spending two weeks in India, 
speaking at the Central Conference 
of the Methodist Church, I went 
on to Burma. Poor Burma, torn 
by a four-cornered fight between 
the Burmans, Karens, the White 
Shirys and the Communists. The 
central fight is between the Bur- 
mans and the Karens. I got the 


leaders of the Karens together and 
we drew up a twelve-point pro¬ 
gram for peace. I saw the Burman 
Premier and he agreed to a sep¬ 
arate Karen State. It seemed that 
every thing was set for peace. The 
papers carried the proposals for 
peace in large headlines and the 
radio announced them. I left Bur¬ 
ma feeling that there would be 
peace. Alas! things fell to pieces 
in a few days and now the situa- 
ion is very confused and deter- 
orating. But the Church is in- 
:act and unbroken by these events. 
The Church is no candle—blow 
)n.” Our meetings were well at- 
ended and great power was on 
ome of them. Some mornings I 
vould go oul’ to Insein, 12 miles 
rom Rangoon, to speak and would 
ind my congregation had had a 
)ad night, with firing taking place 
ver them all night; but there 
hey were, cheerful and receptive. 
Hess them! 

In Singapore and Kuala Lumpor 
■n May la there was great response 
and a number of decisions. The 
Chinese there are wide open to the 
Christian appeal. I had to fly to 
Kuala Lumpar as the roads were 
wsafe, infested with guerillas. 

Bangkok 

In Bangkok, Siam, we stopped 
for a couple of days between 
planes but the meetings were 
small. Siam is strongly Buddhist 
and not very responsive. 

In the Philippines where I was 
for three weeks, we had splendid 
response, for the meetings were 
packed with many young people 
and here many decisions for Christ 
were made. 

The crux of my trip to the Far 
East was Japan. I had heard from 
Dr. Kagawa of the numbers who 
had made decisions under his min¬ 
istry, but I wondered if that 
would happen to an American un- 
! der the circumstances. It is true 
' that a report had been printed 
1 in the newspapers of Japan about 
i my being a go-between before the 
I var, trying to head off the war, 

I and that I had something to do 
with the sending of the cable to 
he Emperor from President Ro¬ 
osevelt and that I advocated the 
giving of New Guinea to Japan 
for her surplus population. This 
did make for a favorable response 
but could not account for what 
happened. One reason for the fa¬ 
vorable response was that the bot¬ 
tom dropped out of Japan’s spirit¬ 
ual life, with its belief in the di¬ 
vinity of the Emperor and the Jap¬ 
anese as a destined people, gone. 
An inner vacuum was created. In¬ 
to that vacuum two great forces 
are rushing — Christianity and 
Communism. For the time being, 
Christianity has the inside track. 
The response was breath-taking. 
In one meeting in Tokyo 713 sign¬ 
ed cards for baptism and the 
Christian Church, based on an 
acceptance of Christ as Lord and 
Savior. I went to 16 cities in the 
month, from one end of Japan to 
the other and the response was 
the same everywhere. In all, about 
3000 signed cards, though we beg¬ 
ged them not to do it except as 
it meant a real decision.. It is 
the ripest evangelistic field of the 
world. 

VISITS MAC ARTHUR 

I had firty-five minutes with the 
Emperor and an hour with Gen¬ 
eral Mac Arthur, he said to ms: 
“The Church has not fafced such 
a situation as it now faces in 
in Japan in 500 years. Where you 
have sent one missionary, send 
a hundred.” I’m going back to 
Japan in 1951—can’t stay away! 

After Japan was Korea. Mrs. 
Underwood, the Presbyterian mis¬ 
sionary, had just been shot by the 
Communists on the campus of the 
Chosen Christian University and 
yet a few days later, 110 students 


made decisions to become Christ¬ 
ians in a chapel service of the Uni¬ 
versity. I knew we would have 
to go on the offensive, and they 
responded! The meeting in Korea 
wre packed to suffocation. The 
last night 2000 stood on the out¬ 
side and heard the message over 
a loud speaker. Korea, too is ripe 
for Christian evangelism, amazing¬ 
ly so. In one Government High 
School, for instance, we asked only 
those to stay who wanted to be 
Christians. But they were marched 
out by blowing a whistle. I 
thought to myself that we would 
get no one under that method of 
dismissal, but 355 non-Christian 
girls came back and signed cards! 
We got together the two Methodist 
churches, split into two over the 
collaboration with the Japanese. 
A thousand representatives of all 
denominations voted unanimously 
but unofficially, for Federal Union. 

TO CHINA 

An then China. Those in charge 
of my itinerary told me that they 
wanted me to go inland for I 
should probably be the last one 
from the outside to visit them 
before the Bamboo Curtain went 
down. I told them I didn’t mind 
going provided I should be on the 
right side of the curtain when it 
did come down. I managed to 
keep just a step or two ahead of 
the Communist flood in Nanking, 
Changtu, Shangai, Amoy and Can¬ 
ton. It was a sobering thing to feel 
that you were giving the last 
guiding word before the Christ- ' 
ians, foreign and Chinese, would 
have to begin a new life under 
new conditions. I felt I had to 
give them my last ounce of streng¬ 
th—and did. But it was all very 
rewarding. Several thousand made 
decisions, even though they knew 
they would have to live out their 
Christian lives under Communism. 
When I took the plane at Hong 
Kong on May 2 to go back to 
India, I felt I had been privileged 
to be in China in one of the fate¬ 
ful moments of history. 

After I returned to India I went 
to speak to the missionaries at 
Landour and then came to Sat Tal 
and worked hard on the Manu¬ 
script of the new devotional book, 
“The Way to Power and Poise.” 
It has been sent off by air-mail 
and should be cut in November. 
After the Sat Tal Ashram I fly 
back to America on June 26 and 
arrive the 27th. Fast going! 

The chapel at Sat Tal is com¬ 
plete and it is a gem. Thanks, 
dear friends, all of you who helped 
to make it a reality. And thanks 
to you, who, by your prayers and 
contributions, have made it pos¬ 
sible to bring Christ to the nations. 
God’s best to you.

Highway Marker is Only Monument

Returning from Annual Confer¬ 
ence in 1814 with the Attakapas 
Circuit as his appointment, Rich¬ 
mond Nolley passed neaf what is 
now Jena. It was in the dead of 
winter, and the streams were swol¬ 
len with Winters’ rains. As he 
neared Hemphill Creek he secured 
an Indian guide who tried to help 
him over. His horse swam nobly 
until he readied the opposite 
bank, there being unable to secure 
a footing was washed down stream 
and Nolley managed to grab hold 
of some branches and make the 
shore, but the horse swam back 
to the shore from which he had 
started. The Indian took the horse, 
and was to bring the itinerant 
preacher’s saddle bags and a suit 
case with the horse the next day 
when the water had gone down. 
The next day the Indian traveled 
up the same path the preacher 
had gone, and about three quarters 
of a mile from the creek he found 
him lying at the foot of a large 
pine tree, his Bible open near, and 
prints of his knees in the wet 
ground. His frail body wracked 
with tuberculosis, weakened from 
fasting and exposure and fatigue 
from the long ride from Mississ¬ 
ippi, was no match for his spirit 
and will power. His earthly 
remains were laid to rest in 
a rough wooden box in what is 
known as the Pentcostal ceme- 
tary. There for 135 years, it has 
almost unattended. In 1875 the 
Louisiana Conference nur- 
chased a marker for the grave, but 


being unguarded and so far out 
from town, it was constantly 
knocked over and used for a tar¬ 
get to shoot at. The Jena Method¬ 
ists moved the marker to the cem¬ 
etery near the Church. The place 
was almost completely lost sight 
of. Mr. Will Baker and other 
friends put a small highway mark¬ 
er at the head of the grave. Mr. 
Baker knew the tree standing by 
with R. N. carved would soon be 
cut by the saw mill, and it was. 

This picture is how it looks to¬ 
day. The pine tree was lifted from 
the grave by Mr. Baker and me. 

The sight of this grave makes 
Methodists everywhere ashamed. 
Here is one of the noblest souls 
the Methodist Church has produc¬ 
ed .Few people have prayed at the 
grave of Nolley, but no one has 
thought oi caring for it We are 
therefore moving it to Jena and 
will place it in a suitable location 
before the beautiful new brick 
Church Brother Sewell and his 
people are building there. The 
Jena Church has long been called 
Nolley Memorial, and this is ap¬ 
propriate. But Richmond Nolley 
does not belong to Jena, and this 
project should belong to us all. 
Every Methodist who really loves 
the Church and is proud of the 
heroic sacrifices of the Pioneers 
who rode the lonely wilderness to 
bring the church through to this 
day will want to send a contribu¬ 
tion to this project. The proper

Methodist Position on 
Federal Aid To 
Education Clear 


In a letter from Dr. John O. 
Gross, Secretary of Educational 
Institutions of the Board of Edu¬ 
cation of the Methodist Church, 
to the Honorable Graham A. Bar¬ 
den, author of the bill presently 
before the House of Representa¬ 
tives of Congress to grant Federal 
Aid to Public Schools, the Meth¬ 
odist position on state aid to edu¬ 
cation is made clear. The letter 
follows: 

‘We deeply sympathize with you 
in your efforts to enact a bill pro¬ 
viding Federal aid for education 
for our public schools. In Amer¬ 
ica there are 125 institutions of 
higher education related to the 
Methodist Church enrolling more 
than 200,000 students and rep¬ 
resenting investments of approxi¬ 
mately one-half billion dollars. 
Methodists do not expect and are 
not asking for Federal aid for 
their schools. When the time comes 
that they cannot maintain their 
educational work without the di¬ 
rect support of the state they will 
readily relinquish all their educa¬ 
tional responsibilities to the state. 

Methodists support without res¬ 
ervations this nation’s historic pos¬ 
ition of separation of church and 
state. While there may be many 
shades of opinion among them on 
the methods of distributing Fed¬ 
eral aid to various states, they are 
practically unanimous in their op¬ 
position to the use of public 
funds for the maintenance and

A suggestive Plan For A Rural 
Church Plant 

By C. W. Quaid 
Many, La. 

This sugestive plan is a com¬ 
bination of St. Hubert’s Church 
(exterior), which is one of the fin¬ 
est small farm edifices to be 
found, and the St. Paul’s Plan, 
presented in ‘Planning The Small 
Church”, a publication of The In¬ 
terdenominational Bureau Of Ar¬ 
chitecture. The floor plan is some¬ 
what changed to accomodate a 
Fellowship Hall in the plant. Both 
beauty and economy are combin¬ 
ed in it . 

The architecture is of Cap^ Cod 
influence. The ceiling would be 
most effective left open with trus¬ 
ses showing. Of course, the edu¬ 
cational and fellowship part would 
have rafters sealed. A high arched 
roof as shown in the perspective 
drawing is desired. Southern col¬ 
onial architecture could be used 
with roof not so arched if the 
walls were made higher. 

This type of church would be 
most pleasing, nestled in the 
woody sectiions of North and Cen¬ 
tral Louisiana. One can also vis¬ 
ualize its beauty in the Bayou 
country. It might suffer if crowd¬ 
ed on a city lot — yet it would 
serve quite effectively for the first 
unit of a larger church.

A glorious sense of humor marks 
BRO. BOGAN’S NATURE. He 
tells the following rich anecdote 
on himself and his steed in years 
gone by: “In my early ministry 
I came into possession of a little 
long-eared Texas pony, fat as a 
butter-ball and pretty as a pic¬ 
ture. I was proud of him and 
liked to show him off. Well, at one 
of my churches I hitched him 
in a friend’s lot near the preach¬ 
ing house and when I came out 
and went to get my horse, I found, 
as I then thought, a little mule, 
as far as I could judge the situa¬ 
tion. I was without a horse and 
in a mule, but when torchlight 
came, the little mule turned out 
to be my pretty Texps pony! Some 
fellow had sheared both mane 
and tail and left him without an

ish forty years ago. Instead of 
going half way around the world 
to serve in China, which she had 
originally intended to do, she be¬ 
gan teaching school in an isolated 
rural community where there had 
not been a school before. 

One sees the wisdom, courage, 
foresight, and faith that is so 
characteristic of Miss Hooper to¬ 
day manifest in her character 
forty years ago. Although keenly 
disappointed over the change in 
her plans, yet without bewailing 
her fate, she went to work with 
the material at hand. Only a hand¬ 
ful of children and parents gather¬ 
ed about the young woman for in¬ 
struction, who had the added 
difficulty of teaching without us¬ 
ing her eyes for study. On Sunday 
afternoons children gathered about 
her to hear Bible stories, told with 
vivid imagination, and learned 
familiar hymns. A small Sunday 
School was the outgrowth of such 
efforts. 

Sensing the need for rained 
leadership and education in the 
rural French Areas, Miss Hooper 
was definitely convinced that a 
Protestant church and school were 
needed to give suesh training. 
There were no funds available for 
such work, and the Church did 
not see fit to make appropriation 
for a worker, so this dauntless 
spirit continued to teach in the 
public schols and devoted all her 
spare time and money to the 
work of the Church. The years 
passed quickly where the task 
was such a thrilling and challeng¬ 
ing one. “Miss Ella” was a fam¬ 
iliar sight in the bayou country, 
traveling everywhere, by boat, on 
horseback, in a buggy, on foot, 
holding Vacation Church Schools, 
carrying the church to the peo¬ 
ple. 

A deaconess was sent to assist in 
the work of the Church by the 
Woman’s Missionary Council of 
the Methodist Church in 1912, but 
it was not until 1917 that Miss 
Hooper and Miss 1 aura White re¬ 
ceived an appointn *nt by the Wo¬ 
man’s Missionary Council to begin 
work for the Church' in this 
French area. They were given an 
appropriation of $100.00 per 


month, out of which salaries ’and 
all expenses of the work were 
met. The two went everywhere, 
contacting the people, working 
with groups, organizing Sunday 
Schools, Church organizations. 
These widely separated scattered 
groups were without leaders, so 
the idea was conceived of a central 
school where youth and children 
could be trained and leaders dev¬ 
eloped. Wesley House work evolv¬ 
ed in 1919, in a rented home in 
Houma. This was a friendly place 
for the rural people to come when 
in town. A few girls stayed and at¬ 
tended public school, and other 
work began in a small way. 

A few years later the gift of 
$10,000 made possible the purchase 
of the beautiful grounds now oc¬ 
cupied by MacDonell School and 
buildings were constructed; later 
a lovely dormitory for girls was 
built in 1932. 


During all these years, Miss 
Hooper has been the force and 
guiding spirit in the school and 
rural community. The school grew 
from 23 students in the beginning, 
to the capacity enrollment of 95 
students. Boys and girls attending 
have been strongly influenced by 
the high religious and moral tone 
of the school, given by Christian 
teachers. Their characters reflect 
the training they received. They 
have been taught, in addition to 
their studies, some skill or trade. 
Many have returned to their 
homes and are the leaders in their 
community; others are in places 
of responsibility elsewhere in the 
nation. 

Time brings changes. The grades 
and high school will not be con¬ 
tinued as part of MacDonell but 
the center will be maintained as 
a boarding home for boys and 
girls who will attend the excell¬ 
ent public schools in Houma. 
These young people — the boys 
and girls living in the home — 
will receive the same kind of 
training they have in the past, 
with emphasis on high Christian 
ideals and moral character. They 
will be given training in skills, 
and in addition will receive special 
training for rural and community 
leadership and in church and com¬ 
munity activities. 

To Miss Hooper, who is retiring 
after serving MacDonell School 
32 years, goes the gratitude, love, 
and respect of countless people on 
the bayous, in rural areas, in the 
town of Houma, throughout Lou¬ 
isiana and the Methodist Church, 
for her work is widely known. 

Her courage, wisdom, her ten¬ 
acity of purpose, her resourceful¬ 
ness, her loyalty, her determina¬ 
tion, her sense of rightness, her 
faith, her love of people and her 
church, are all a part of “Miss 
Ella”, as she is affectionately call¬ 
ed. Her spirit will live on at Mac¬ 
Donell, because she is as intimate¬ 
ly a part of it as the giant moss 


draped oaks on the campus. Al¬ 
though she is retring, one cannot 
imagine her stopping. Her act¬ 
ivities, her vision and effort will 
continue, and her influence will 
live on, for her “price is far above 
rubies”.

Louisiana Conference Gives Centenary 
College Vote Of Confidence In Called 
Session On Charter Ammendments 


The Rev. Dr. William Leroy I 
Stidger, one of Methodism’s most 
widely known ministers, died sud¬ 
denly in his home in a Boston 
suburb Sunday, August 7, as he 
was about to leave for a preaching 
engagement. He was 64 years old. 
Services were held in Copley 
Methodist Church, Boston. 

Dr. Daniel L. Marsh, president 
of Boston University, officiat¬ 
ed, assisted by Bishop John 
Wesley Lord, Bishop Lewis O. 
Hartman, Dean Walter G. 
Muelder ..and .Prof. ..Edwin 
Booth. Prof. Charles M. Mc¬ 
Connell gave the eulogy and 
Prof. James R. Houghton, with 
whom Dr. Stidger had been 
associated in network broad¬ 
casting, sang "O God, our 
help in ages past," Dr. Stid- 
cjer's radio theme song. 

While equally distinguished as

a preacher, lecturer, author, poet, 
radio personality and professor, 
Dr. Stidger’s capacity for friend¬ 
ship was his most notable charac¬ 
teristic. In all probability he was 
lovingly called “Bill” by more 
preachers than have ever before 
so honored a colleague. In turn 
he knew intimately not only thou¬ 
sands of ministers, but many of 
the world’s great in every realm 
of life. 

Born in Moundsville, West Va., 
he was graduated from Alleghany 
College and Brown University. 
He then studied in Boston Univer¬ 
sity School of Theology, where he 
has been teaching homiletics for 
the past twenty years. He has 
been honored with the doctor’s 
degree in divinity, literature, and 
humane letters. 

Ordained in 1914, his pastorates 
were Calvary Church, San Fran¬ 
cisco; First Church, San Jos(e, 
Calif.; St. Marks, Detroit and Lin- 
wood Boulevard, Kansas City. 
During his teaching years in Bos¬ 
ton he preached on Sundays for 
extended periods both in Copley 
Church and in the Church of All 
Nations. 

Dr. Stidger was the author 
of 53 books including collec¬ 
tions of sermons, poems, bio¬ 
graphies and work on church 
administration. His biograp¬ 
hical studies include books

Over $127,000 Raised For 
World Service In La. 

Annual Conference 

With the printing of the Louis¬ 
iana Annual Conference Minutes 
the Methodist Church learned that 
$127,521.87 was raised last year 
for World Service by the Louis¬ 
iana Conference. $14,702.05 of this 
amount was raised by Fourth Sun¬ 
day Offerings of the Church 
Schools. Of this amount approxi¬ 
mately 41.8 per cent was sent to 
the General Treasurer of the Met¬ 
hodist Church for the promotion of 
projects outside of the state. (Some 
of these funds are spent in Louis¬ 
iana in various mission projects.) 
This means that the Louisiana 
Conference sent $53,265.88 to the 
General Treasurer. As for the re¬ 
maining funds approximately 28.3 
per cent was given to the Louis¬ 
iana Conference Board of Educa¬ 
tion or $36,113.06. ($11,055.00 of 
this amount went to Centenary 
College, $5,896.00 went for Student 
Work. $18,719.80 went for the 
Administration of the Board of 
Education Work) 18.5 percent for 
Missions in Louisiana, in paying 
for their buildings and helping to 
support their pastors, this amount¬ 
ed to $23,584.00. ($16,214 for sup¬ 
port of ministers, and $7,370.00 for 
Church Extension) $6,254.50 or 
4.95 per cent was used for con¬ 
struction of student centers. 
$5,896.00 or 4.55 per cent was 
given to the Memorial Mercy 
Home-Hospital. $737.00 or .56 per 
cent was given both to the Board 
of Lay Activities and to the Board 
of Temperance. $368.50 or .28 per

Ecumenical Methodist 
Conf erence to be Held 
In Oxford, in 1951 

Bishop Ivan Lee Holt of St. 
Louis, recently home from Eng¬ 
land where he has been planning 
with British leaders for the 1951 
Ecumenical Methodist Conference, 
reports the dates are set for Au¬ 
gust 28 to September 7. The place 
will be Oxford, England and the 
builldings of Christ Church, Lin¬ 
coln and Jesus Colleges have been 
secured for residence quarters. 

While in Europe Bishop Holt, 
who is president of the Council of 
Bishops, had frequent opportunity 
to be spokesman for American 
Methodism. He reported both in 
England and on {he continent the 
successs of the first decade of Met¬ 
hodist union. “We have had prob¬ 
lems to solve, and yet we have 
known no desertions of disaffec- 
tions” he told various groups. “In 
a world of hatred, it can truly be 
said that among the Methodist 
Churches united in the greatest of 
all Protestant unions, our principal 
disagreements have been over the 
better way to do common tasks and 
v'T serious rivalries have been 
rivalries for love for one another.” 
In an interview for the Met¬ 
hodist Recorder Bishop Holt 
said, "I believe our greatest 
need—speaking of Methodism 
in the widest sense—is for 
Methodist union on a world 
scale. This is not a wild dream. 

It is something toward which 

it is our duty to work.-A 

world Methodist movement 
can be promoted now." 
Bishop Holt exulted in the pro¬ 
gress toward closer cooperation 
between British and American 
Methodism. “We have done more 
in the past three years for ecumen¬ 
ical Methodism than in the past 
sixty,” he told a Recorder reporter. 
He expressed regret, however, that 
more American Methodists when 
touring England do not visit Wes¬ 
ley’s Chapel and other Methodist 
shrines. 

Books which will develop better 
understanding are in preparation, 
Bishop Holt said. He referred to 
an international Who's Who ia 
Methodism, an Album of Metho¬ 
dist History being prepared by 
Dr. Elmer T. Clark, and a textbook 
(Continued to page 4) 


The Louisiana Conference, meet¬ 
ing in Adjourned Session at Cen¬ 
tenary College on August 30. 
responded to the proposals made 
by Joe Mickle with a rousing 
vote of confidence. 

The necessity for a revis¬ 
ion of the charter of the 
college in order to meet fin¬ 
ancial demands incurred in 
an expanding program of con¬ 
struction brought the Con¬ 
ference to an expression of 
its sentiment and its love for 
this venerated insitution of 
Louisiana Methodism. 

Under the old charter, the col¬ 
lege had no authority to borrow 
money, although this fact has not 
been known through the years. 
The college faces a need in the 
immediate future that will make a 
loan necessary now. The loan is 
sizable, and the technicality of the 
charter will assumed large pro¬ 
portions when time comes for the 
loan to be closed. The recourse to 
amendment is the only way out. 

This is a sound procedure. The 


security for the loan is a reve¬ 
nue in itself - rental from Cen¬ 
tenary property, Dodd College. 
To insure happy and effective 
relations between Centenary and 
its great sponoring body, the 
Louisiana Conference, the Trust¬ 
ees of the college wanted all 
facts known, and wanted a vote 
of confidence given by the Con¬ 
ference. The vote was unani¬ 
mous. 

Following is Paragraph II of the 
Articles of Amendment to the 
Charter of Centenary College. 

The corporation shall have the 
following powers: 

(a) To acquire, operate, sell, lease 
all types of property, move- 
able and immovable, corpor¬ 
eal and incorporeal; to sue and 
be sued; to have and, to use a 
corporate seal and to alter 
same. 

(b) To accept trusts, donation by 
testament or otherwise, to ad¬ 
minister, Utilize, invest and 
maintain the property accord-

The first 
church Bro. Boltz held was the old 
Sabine Circuit which he held as 
Supply in 1881 and 1882;. from 
there he went to the “penitentiary 
of the Conference” as then known 
- the Sugar Town Circuit. This 
was right after being admitted on 
trial by Bishop Wilson, in his firsi 
conference after being elected 
bishop in 1883. From Sugar Town 
it was fifty miles to the nearest 
railroad station and sixty miles 
to Lake Charles, where the Dis¬ 
trict Conferences were ordinarily 
held. Our Veteran said he felt as 
John Wesley must have felt dur - 1 
ing his phenomenal horseback 
days. 

Bro. Boltz superannuated in 
1925. His last charge was Simsboro 
Altogether he served 19 charges, 
and built 7 churches and five par¬ 
sonages. Do you ever wonder 
where we got the buildings we 
worship in?

LOST—AND FOUND 


Wesley Church Alexandria Embodying 
Spirit Of Advance And His Church 
To Be Dedicated October 18th

that this column is not only for 
the Veterans of the Miniistry, but 
of the lay ranks as well. From 
Shreveport comes this note of the 
passing of just such a veteran. 
At the noon hour of August 31st 
the gentle spirit of Mrs. Sallie 
Bedford McBride, daughter of the 
late I. N. and Anna Bedford, and 
wife of A. L. McBride, left Earth 
for her home in Heaven, prepared 
for her by the Lord whom she 
served most dutifully and faith¬ 
fully in the First Methodist Church 
of Shreveport, all the days of her 
life. 

Mrs. McBride leaves her hus 
band, five daughters, and three 
sisters, two grand-children, and 
two great-grand-children. The five 
daughters are Mrs. Dave McCub 
bin, Mrs. Sam Tuttle, Mrs. Earl 
Metze, MMrs. S. C. Burt, Miss 
Jessica McBride, all of New Or 
leans The sisters are Mrs. Mamie 
Moffet, Fayette, Miss. Mrs. Laura 
Summersgill, New Orleans, and 
Mrs. Olive Millsaps, Shreveport.

Less than half a score of miles 
from where I live is an interesting 
body of water named Lake Dick, 
but commonly called Dump lake. 

It is called “Dump” because a 
heavy dump was built across a 
narrow part of it over which 
passes a public road. Three large 
culverts or spillways permit the 
free passage of the water from one 
side to the other. 

The lake is interesting for what 
is in it and what is on it. It is per¬ 
haps a mile wide in a place or two, 
and maybe three or four miles 
long. For one thing, it is full of 
snags just near enough the surface 
for a skill' to get hung on. I have a 
fr end who does a good deal of 
peddling over the lake, and he 
:ays there are at least 37,000 of 
these snags, for he has run up on 
that many. His estimate might be 
,n ex ggeration—but I have been 
on a good many of them myself. 

Th s lake has some of all the 
fresh-water fish I know anything 
about, from bullheads to black 
bass. It has some unusually fine 
specimens of the bowf'in (also 
known as shoepick, cypress trout, 
grinnel, grinner, mudfish, cotton 
fish, dogfish, etc., etc., etc.) It has 
turtles by the—I started to say 
millions, but that would probably 
be an overstatement.

It also has got 
a few alligators—I have seen some 
nine-footers in it. 

At this season of the year it is 
almost covered with a vegetable 
growth that makes fishing difficult 
and generally unsatisfactory. I 
really don’t know what it is, but 
we call it scum, moss, grass, weeds. 
It is an unmitigated pest—but it 
doesn’t keep us from fishing. 

I was on it one day last week 
with my friend, Jim Newbaker, 
the snag specialist, trying to catch 
some bass. We had worked as hard 
as we knew how, but without any 
luck. I was using my favorite cast¬ 
ing outfit—a short steel rod and 
a $35 Heddon reel (I didn’t pay 
that much for it, though!) It was 
getting along toward night, and 
we were heading for home. As a 
kind of last desperate effort, I 
tried to make a long cast toward 
a big cypress tree, where there

Everything 
was iin good shape, and after I 
had dried the reel and oiled it, we 
spent the rest of the morning fish¬ 
ing. Not much luck, but a little! 

A lot of things worth infinitely 
more than a rod and reel have 
been lost.

on Edwin Markham# Henry 
Ford and the Roosevelts# while 
the life stories of countless 
other are woven into his other 
books. Hundreds of magazine 
articles by Dr. Stidger have 
appeared __not __bnly in -the 
church press but in America's 
most widely circulated general 
magazines. Many of his writ¬ 
ings have been syndicated and 
a vast amount of his material 
has been published in regular¬ 
ly recurring columns which he 
authored. 


In radio Dr. Stidger had a nota¬ 
ble career, having presented nu 
merous programs on local, sec¬ 
tional and nationwide hook-ups. 
His Crusade for Christ broadcasts 
with Milton Cross were heard 
on 150 stations. The NBC program 
“Getting the Most Out of life” 
was cited as a “program of excel¬ 
lence and a real public service” 
by the National Federatiion of 
Press Women. His course on radio 
preaching in Boston University 
was the first of its kind. 

Dr. Stidger’s best-known poem 
gave title to his first book of 
poetry, “I Saw God Wash the 
World.” It was his love of poetry 
and epigram which led him to in¬ 
troduce into the American pulpit 
what he called symphonic preach¬ 
ing, in which a couplet, linked to 
an appropriate text, was reiterated 
and developed, as in a symphony. 
Methods of making preaching 
timely were demonstrated and 
taught by Dr. Stidger such as dra¬ 
matic book, hymn and art sermons. 
He advocated the use of current

To utilize, invest, alienate ad¬ 
minister any money, assets or 
property of the corporation in 
any manner in order to effect¬ 
uate the purposes of the cor¬ 
poration when the property or 
money has not been acquired 
subject to a restrictive trust or 
donation. 

The corporation shall have 
the authority to borrow mon¬ 
ey, to excute promissory notes, 
to excute mortages, pledges, 
or any other security devices 
necessary to carry out this au¬ 
thority on such terms and con¬ 
ditions as the governing au¬ 
thority determines shall be 
f 1 the best interest of the col- 
1 -je subject to the proviso that 
ik> property of the college sub¬ 
ject to the terms of a restrict¬ 
ed trust or donation shall be 
mortaged or otherwise affect¬ 
ed other than according to the 
t« rms of the instrument creat¬ 
ing the trust or donations, and 
also subject to the proviso 
that at no time shall any in¬ 
debtedness of the corporation 
become the obligation of the 
Louisiana Conference of the 
Methodist Church without the 
approval of the Conference; 
provided, however, that no 
mortage sh ill be executed up¬ 
on or against any property of 
this corporation except upon 
resolution passed by two- 
thirds majority of the entire 
membership of the Board of 
Trustees. 

The corporation may receive 
donations in the form of 
pledges of money or property 
of any kind from* persons or 
corporations to be realized in 
the future; if the pledges are 
given for a particular purpose, 
the college may anticipate the 
receipt of the money or pro¬ 
perty by borrowing money on 
the faith thereof and giving 
the pledges as security for re¬ 
payment; provided that the 
money so borrowed shall be 
utilitized to accomplish the 
purpose for which the pledge 
was excuted. 

The corporation shall have the 
power to operate college book 
stores, dining halls,student and 
faculty housing and such other 
auxiliary enterprises as may 
be deemed desirable for the 
benefit of the college and 
students. 

The corporation shall have 
generally all powers inherent 
in similar type corporations 
and not restricted by law.

Bishop Wm. C. Martin, Advance Chairman, 
Writes Of Personal Faith In Advance 


Toward a Personal Faith 

by - Bishop William C. Martin 
Chairman The Advance for Christ 
and His Church 

Faith and works, belief and be¬ 
havior, creed and action—these 
elements of the Christian religion 
must be kept together in the life 
of the Christian and his Church. 
When they are allowed to become 
separated from each other, they 
become bloodless and ineffective. 
One of the big problems which 
a pastor is constantly wrestling 


with is how to keep these two 
basic factors of Christian living 
in proper balance. There have 
been times in the history of the 
Church when so much energy was 
consumed with controversial spec¬ 
ulation about marginal dogmas 
that there was little left for doing 
the things that really mattered. 
At other times a spirit of “activ¬ 
ism” has been so much in control 
that not much attention was given 
to the final product so long as 


the wheels were turning. 

The contribution of The Meth¬ 
odist Church to Christian thought 
and action has, been largely due 
to the fact that it kept those two 
forces productively related to each 
other. The Advance for Christ 
and His Church is designed upon 
this 'pattern and will succeed in 
proportion as these two elements 
of Christianity are kept moving 
forward together. 

• What Do We Expect? 

What have we the right to ex¬ 
pect in our churches as a result 
of the Teaching and Preaching 
phase of the Advance? I am going 
to deal with toee possible results. 

First, there will be a deeper 
recognition of the fact that what 
the individual Christian believes 
really makes a difference. There 


is a superficial notion that beliefs, 
particularly theological beliefs, are 
of no importance; that what a 
man does is the thing that really 
counts. An editorial in Life mag¬ 
azine some months ago described 
The Methodist Church as being 
“long on good works but short 
on theology.” If this statement 
was meant to be a compliment, 
it missed the mark; and to what¬ 
ever extent it may be true, we 
ought to be ashamed of it rather 
than proud of it. Not that we dis¬ 
count the value of good works; 
we need more of them. But we 
have insigl^t enough to know that 
good works which do not come 
as the logical result of sound con¬ 
victions can never be dependable. 
In days of fairly easy-going pros¬ 
perity, they can be relied upon, 
but when adverse circumstances 
close in, like wet weather springs, 
they disappear. 

All great living comes out of 
believing. Thomas Carlisle got at 
the heart of it when he said, 
“What a man really believes, 
what he does actually lay to heart 
concerning this mysterious uni¬ 
verse, his duty and destiny there, 
is by all means the most impor¬ 
tant thing about him and, creat¬ 
ively, determines all the rest.” 

It would be a mistake to sup¬ 
pose that the literature which 
will be used in this exposition of 
Our Faith is to be regarded as 
the test of the orthodoxy of Meth¬ 
odists. The preface to the eight 
“Faith” booklets makes it clear 
that they are not to be taken 
as doctrinal standards. Theological 
conformity beyond the essential 
features of the Christian revel¬ 
ation has never been a part of the 
Methodist tradition, , 

Not long before his death John 
Wesley preached to a congregat¬ 
ion in Scotland. In referring to 
this sermon he wrote, “ I sub¬ 
joined a short account of Meth¬ 
odism, particularly insisting on the 
circumstances. There is no other 
religious society under heaven 
which requires nothing of men, 
in order to their admission into 
it, but a desire to save their souls. 
Look all around you. You can¬ 
not be admitted into the church, 
or society, of the Presbyterians, 
Anabaptists, Quakers, or any 
others, unless you hold the same 
opinions with them and adhere 
to the same mode of worship. The 
Methodists alone do not insist on 
your holding this or that opinion; 
but they think, and let think! 
Neither do they impose any par¬ 
ticular mode of worship on your 
former‘manner, be it what it may. 
Now, I do not know any other 
religious society, either ancient or 
modern, wherein such liberty of 
conscience is now allowed, or has 
been allowed, since the age of 
the apostles. Here is our glorying; 
and a glorying peculiar to us. 
What society shares it with us?” 

Right Beliefs and Right Living 

Second, there will be a fuller 
discovery that right beliefs result 
in right living. If this sounds like 
shortsighed pragmatism, it must 
be remembered that Jesus said, 
“By their fruits ye shall know 
them.” Robert Louis Stevenson 
once remarked that, “If your 
morals make you dreary, depend 
upon it, they are wrong.” 

It can also be said, if our beliefs 
make us narrow, intolerant and 
pessimistic, they had better be 
re-examined. They have, by some 
means, become detached from the 
true current of the Christian faith. 
This is not to say that a Christian 
will be so flabbily tolerant that 
he loses his powers of discrimin¬ 
ation between the true and the 
false, nor that he holds to a super¬ 
ficial optimism which insists that 
everything will come out all right 
whether he does anything about 
it or not. But it is td maintain 


that the Christian strives constant¬ 
ly for the breadth of God’s in¬ 
clusiveness who “sends rain on 
the just and the unjust,” and that 
however disturbed he may be con¬ 
cerning the immediate outlook, he 
has no doubt in his heart about 
the ultimate triumph of right¬ 
eousness. 

Third, There will be developed 
in the lives of our members more 
regular and dependable devotional 
habits. There is a vast amount of 
concern just now, and rightly so, 
about the encroachment of secul¬ 
arism—the kind of living that 
leaves God entirely out of its 
consciousness. But how could we 
expect any other result from a 
kind of living that is increasingly 
separated from the elemental for¬ 
ces of nature and which make no 
provision fot 1 the nurture and 
growth of the soul? 

Dean Inge said, “When we 
spend five minutes a day think¬ 
ing of the spirit and all the rest 
of our waking hours about the 
things that are material, it is not 
to be wondered at that material 
things are about two hundred 
times as real to us as the things 
of the spirit.” 

If nothing comes from these 
eight months of special attention 
to our faith except some sermons 
and group discussions on Christ¬ 
ian doctrines, the results will not 
be very permanent. But if the 
daily habits of some people in 
their thinking about God can be 
changed, it would be hard to 
set any limitations as to what will 
happen. It will be abundantly 
worth all the effort that is put 
into this phase of the Advance 
if a substantial portion of our 
members can be committed to the 
search for a more satisfying faith 
and trained in the methods of a 
sustaining devotional life.

The church he served in Brazil 
was a non-denominational Church 
for English Speaking Protestants. 
There were more than 25 nationa¬ 
lities in the congregation and more 
than 25 denominations.

Conference of 1948 entrusted the 
carrying out of its Advance plans. 
Sessions were held in the local 
Wesley Building. 

Bishop William C. Martin of 
Dallas, Texas, chairman of the 
Advance, in his opening address, 
referred to the next twelve months 
as “of crucial importance to the 
entire program.” He called th 
deepening of “Our Faiith” the 
most significant single element of 
the Advance. 

A prophecy that $32,000,000 
World Service income would be 
received in the quadrennium was 
made by Bishop Costen J. Harrell 
of Charlotte, N. C. in reporting 
the financial side of the Advance. 
Last May 31, he said, World Ser¬ 
vice receipts showed an increase 
of 29.24%. 

“Advance specials are winning 
their way.” Bishop Harrell told 
the committee. “These words are 
part of our Methodist vocabulary. 
Annual conferences have set them¬ 
selves goals aggregating more than 
$20 million.” 

In addition to incalculable spir¬ 
itual results Bishop Paul B. Kern 
of Nashville reported Week of 
Dedication offerings of $925,000. 
“Approximately 60% of the pas¬ 
toral charges participated in 1948”, 
he said. 

Numerous critical and emer¬ 
gency projects, totaling one mil¬ 
lion dollars, with additional re¬ 
serve projects, were approved as 
beneficiaries of the 1950 Week of 
Dedication offering. They included 
both foreign and home missionary 
causes and overseas relief. 

Bishop Kern emphasized the 
Week of Dedication as “a vital 
experience of the church in the 
realm of spiritual culture.” He 
warned, “While it is logical that 
individuals who feel a new surge

March 5-12 
was announced as the 1950 Week 
of Dedication. 

Participation of The Methodist 
Church in the 1950 One Great 
Hour radio program, an inter¬ 
denominational effort in behalf oi 
world relief, was favored, after 
long debate, provided four con¬ 
ditions are met: viz, (1) that the 
Methodist division of funds (80% 
to emergency missionary needs, 
20% to M. C. O. R.) be understood 
and approved by Church World 
Service, (2) that certain major Pro¬ 
testant bodies participate, (3) that 
Methodist churches use only their 
own literature in preparation and 
(4) that Methodist financial re¬ 
sponsibility be limited to $25,000. 

In response to inquiries concern¬ 
ing methods of encouraging Met¬ 
hodists to give the “Our Faith” 
booklets thorough study, Dr. Mohn 
cited the following provisions: 
(1) an outline guide “This Can Be 
Your Church,” (2) a source book 
for pastors and church learders 
for conducting an expanded pro¬ 
gram of Sunday evening fellow¬ 
ship, (3) an illustrated leaflet in 
color for youth, “Calling Youth 
to Church Vocations/* (4) a leaf¬ 
let, “Your Golden Treasury” sug¬ 
gesting ways to use the faith 
booklets. Further guides are in 
production. 

High praise was paid to both 
authors and editors and to the 
Methodist Publishing House by 
Bishop G. Bromley Oxnam of New 
York for their joint accomplish¬ 
ment in having ready on schedule 
the 4 million booklets on “Our 
Faith” which are currently being 
distributed to the churches through 
the district superintendents. 

In reporting on the Preaching 
and Teaching endeavor, which he 


leads, Bishop Oxnam referred to 
the earlier distribution and study 
of the Amsterdam volume, “Man’s 
Disorder and God’s Design.” Fol¬ 
lowing this season’s successive 
monthly emphases on essential 
doctrines, Bishop Oxnam’s com¬ 
mittee will have prepared for the 
autumn of 1950 two companion 
books on “Our Church.” The first 
one, centering on the history, na¬ 
ture and genius of Methodism, will 
be designed for daily use over a 
16 week period. The second will 
cover the church universal “from 
Antioch to Amsterdam.” Both will 
be written in popular style and 
will not exceed 25 in cost. 

Concurrent with the 1950 study 
of the Church, the Board of Evan¬ 
gelism will lead in an intensive 
effort for - an increased member¬ 
ship, the goal for the quadrennium 
being 2,000,000. Meanwhile the Di¬ 
vision of the Local Church of the 
Board of Education will take its 
part through the introduction of 
parallel teaching materials on the 
Church into the church school 
curriculum. 

Reports from the several agen¬ 
cies aided by Advance contribu¬ 
tions, when added, revealed that 
in the first 15 months of the pro¬ 
gram $2,578,383. has been received, 
over and above regular World Ser¬ 
vice giving, Of this, $925,000, was 
from the Week of Dedication; 
$1,255,269, in foreign mission spe¬ 
cials; $226,227, in home missions 
specials and $161,486, in overseas 
relief. 

Bishop Fred P. Corson of Phi¬ 
ladelphia, in reporting for his com¬ 
mittee on Specials, commended the 
Advance program for having suc¬ 
cessfully related its home base 
projects to the interests of the an¬ 
nual conferences. 

Dr. Eugene L. Smith, the new 
executive secretary of the Divi¬ 
sion of Foreign Missions, addressed 
a dinner meeting which was at¬ 
tended also by Philadelphia Met¬ 
hodist leaders. Just back from 
Africa, he illustrated his appeal 
by experiences of his visitation 
of mission fields.

Protestantism Is 
Barrier To 
Communism 


LOOK Magazine’s leading fea¬ 
ture in its October 11 issue is an 
article by Bishop G. Bromley Ox¬ 
nam of New York on “How the 
Protestants Fight Communism.” 

Bishop Oxnam, who is one of the 
presidents of the World Council 
of Churches, cites official Protes¬ 
tant pronouncements, states the 
Protestant case against Marxian 
thinking, and assures his readers 
th it there is no danger of a com¬ 
munist victory where Protestant 
principles prevail. An article by 
Cardinal Spellman on communism 
appeared in LOOK last spring. 

“In their rejection of Red phi¬ 
losophy the Protestants have 
sounded no battle cries, made no 
alliances with reaction. They have 
simply concentrated on making 
democratic ideals work out. Pro- 
tesants reject communism, would 
defeat it by establishing a just 
society as best defense.” This is 
the way LOOK’S editors, in sub¬ 
heads, summarize Bishop Oxnam’s 

Mitral thesis. 

The Bishop’s first sentence as¬ 
serts that “No Protestant land is 
seriously infiltrated by commun¬ 
ism.” In explaining this he writes: 
“Protestaht teaching fertilizes the 
good earth with freedom and de¬ 
mocracy.” Protestant insistence 
upon ‘the right of private judg¬ 
ment’ develops the scientific at¬ 
titude of mind, and penetrates 
the fog of ignorance and super¬ 
stition. Protestant countries are 
characterized by the free man in 
the free society .... In such 
freedom-loving Protestant lands 
lies the real barrier to communist 
expansion.” 

“Ever since the Reformation,” 
Bishop Oxnam observes, “Protes¬ 
tantism has been preparing the 
people to resist tyranny. It has 
fought all forms of totalitarianism 
—political, economic, ecclesias¬ 
tical.” 

Numerous clear-out condemna¬ 
tions of communism are quoted by 
the Bishop, including statements 
of the World Council of Churches, 
the Federal Council of the 
Churches of Christ in America, 
the Lambeth Conference of Ang¬ 
lican bishops, and the Methodist 
General Conference. These, and 
all the great Protestant bodies, 
“summon _ the people to the task 
of translating the ethical ideals 
of religion into the realities of 
economic justice, racial brother¬ 
hood and world order.” 

Declaring that “communists | 


know that Protestantism creates 
an atmosphere in which tyranny 
cannot breathe,” Bishop Oxnam 
describes the democracy of Pro¬ 
testant relgious organizations in 
contrast to an “authoritarian 
church”. He shows that in Protes¬ 
tant countries literacy is high, the 
Scriptures are widely distributed, 
social advances are conspicuous. 
“Because it strikes the shackles 
from the minds of men, Protes¬ 
tantism strengthens the soul to re¬ 
sist communism,” he declares. 

An interesting section of the 
article deals with the close connec¬ 
tion of Protestant leaders, partic¬ 
ularly Methodist lay preachers, 
with the origin of the labor giove- 
ment in England. The Bishop calls 
British Labor “one of the most 
powerful anti-communist forces 
in the world.”

The Methodist Hour 
Is On The Air 

The fourth annual broadcast of 
“The Methodist Hour” will be car¬ 
ried by the nation’s largest inde¬ 
pendent religious radio network 
and will be produced in the only 
interdenominationally owned stu¬ 
dios in the country. More than 
90 radio stations are now cooper¬ 
ating with the Southern Religious 
Radio Conference in the distrib¬ 
ution of radio broadcasts produced 
by radio committees of The Pres¬ 
byterian Church in the U. S., the 
Protestant Episcopal Church, and 
The Methodist Church. 

Beginning October 2nd, The 
Methodist Hour production began 
in the studios of the Protestant 
Radio Center, which is. a corpor¬ 
ation chartered under the laws of 
the State of Georgia. The studios 
of the Protestant Radio Center 
will be used for the production of 
religious radio programs, audio¬ 
visual materials and in the fut¬ 
ure television programs. This Cen¬ 
ter is owned by radio committees 
of The Methodist Church, the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the 
U. S., and by three educational 
institutions: Agnes Scott College, 
Columbia Theological Seminary, 
both in Decatur, Ga., and Emory 
University. Membership in this 
corporation is also held by the 
southern office of the Federal 
Council of Churches and by cer¬ 
tain committees from the Lutheran 
Church and the Christian Church.

Louisiana Minister 
Interviews German Bishop 

“German Christianity is the 
spearhead of the fight between 
Christian and anti-Christian 
forces,” declared Bishop J. W. E. 
Sommer, Methodist bishop of Ger¬ 
many, to Rev. B. R. Oliphant, for¬ 
mer pastor of St. Luke’s, New Or¬ 
leans, who is studing at the Uni¬ 
versity of Edinburgh, in a recent 
interview at Frankfurt. Germany. 
“German Methodism occupies a 
strategic place in this fight,” con¬ 
tinued the bishop. “It is the bridge 
between the state and free church¬ 
es and is leading the way in unit¬ 
ing them against anti-Christian 
forces.” Bishop Sommer has the 
difficult task of leading the 150,- 
000 Methodists in Germany, of 
whom 45 per cent live in the East¬ 
ern or Russian zone. The bishop is 
one of the few men who cross be¬ 
tween the occupation zones with 
ease. “So far,” he says, “I have 
been treated with great respect 
by the Russians. Our pastors in the 
Russian zone have not been mo¬ 
lested and our churches have had 
complete religious freedom. People 
there are turning to the church in 
larger numbers than ever before 
and most of those joining the 
church in the last few years have 
been under thirty-five years of 
age. There is a real revival of re¬ 
ligion in the Eastern zone.”

Letter From Clement Hubbard, Mission 
Special In Brazil, Reveals Thrilling Activity 

Thursday, Sept. 22,1949* 


Rev. Jolly B. Harper 
Alexandria, Louisiana 
Dear Brother Harper: 

Now we don’t feel like orphans 
any more. Other missionaries were 
“specials” but we remained “on 
the Board”. Now we feel like we 
have a “papa”. 

I studied at Emory College—A 
B. 1916. Did four terms at Cand¬ 
ler. Taught Science at Rhinehardt 
College, Walecka, Georgia, one 
year. 27 months with Uncle Sam. 
Was in France and Germany. Had 
three months at Cambridge Uni¬ 
versity in 1919. Taught English at 
Gordon Institute at B irnesville, 
Georgia. Married a Gordon teacher 
in 1921 and came to Brazil. 

I came to open a school or to 
preach. The school did not open 
for lack of “funds”. So I took on 
a pastorate. 

For five years I tried to take 
care of a big piece of Brazil, 150 
kilometers long, 30 wide. It was 
too big a bit. I couldn’t chew it— 
No helpers—The Protestant group 
was poor—No school beyond three 
year Primary. The country was 
new. A railroad had been built 
linking Sant-Pacific. Thousands of 
new people coming in. 

After a furlough in 1927 we 
came back to Lins and opened up 
our much needed school. No 
money. No promise of money. Bis¬ 
hop Cannon gave us a free hand. 
The first year we had 48 pupils. 
21 years later we had 1700 pupils. 
We have a Primary, a High School, 
a Junior College, a commerical 
school and a typewriting school 
(30 Remington machines, 10 new, 
20 1910-12 models)—much work 
was done in these 21 years. As 
Churchhll said, “Sweat, tears—but 
no blood.” Money we did without. 


At times all my salary went to my 
teacher..—but we paid. Rented 
U, Id Lag, make shift class rooms— 
but always full of pupils—for 10 
years we received not one penny 
except our salary. (We received 
live kids in the meanwhile) We 
made the school pay its own way. 

We spent 1936 in the States. We 
had a nice rest. Bought a Ford and 
saw all the Kin folks. 

By 1943 the Mission Board had 
sent us some funds. We bought 
property and built some buildings. 
We now have a Girls’ Domitory 
that has room for 80 girls—(al¬ 
ready full). A Boys’ Domitory that 
has at present 170 boys—(too full). 

How blessedly ignorant we were 
■a 1923 when we opened up with 

h h innocent enthusiasm! 

Our Sc ho 1 opens at 7:30 A. M. 
and closes at 10:10 P. M. One 
group in the morning, one in the 
afternoon and another at night. 

In 1944 we opened a normal 
school to prepare teachers for 
Primary grades. This is one of our 
most important works now. Most 
teachers had been prepared in 
State schools or in Catholic Nuns 
schools. 

We are educating the Evan¬ 
gelical group. Our school already 
has about twelve preachers in the 
active work. One day a little fel¬ 
low came to me and asked what 
I would charge him to study. He 
was an orphan, that is .his father 
was dead and his mother had to 
work to support the family. We 
took him. Soon he made his pro¬ 
fession of faith. Then he wanted to 
be a preacher. He has been an ac¬ 
tive minister now for ten years. 
He is now teacher in our Semi¬ 
nary. We have each year about

Secret Drawer Chained 
Centenary Historical Dafa 


“I pushed, a panel and out came 
i secret drawer in which wore the 
faculty minutes from the time 
Jentenary was founded in 1825 to 
i896,” said Dr. J. Henry Bowden, 
iistrict superintendent of the 
Shreveport Methodist churches 
md a members of the Centenary 
Soard of Trustees. 

In 1927 Dr. Bowden was the 
stor of the Methodist Church at 
Jackson, La., the home of Cen- 
enary College in Shreveport until 
1908. He lived in the old parson¬ 
age l here which was built in 1850. 
Vh.l: rummaging through the old 
jo ok s in the parsonage library, he 
ccidentally pushed a panel and 
out sprang a drawer, in which 
were found almost three-quarters 
of a century of Centenary histor¬ 
ical data. - 

The faculty notes for Centenary 
in the nineteenth century are 
worthy of their Gothic discovery. 
Here are recorded no mere account 
of enrollment and building pro¬ 
gress. Every detail of the very 
busy faculty’s business is there: 
a little fight in which the big fel¬ 
low ended up on top, the little 
fellow on the bottom; the revenge 
—a lake ducking on a cold Decem¬ 
ber night—of the “big fellow”; the 
preident’s action on the case. 

Dr. Bowden sent these papers to 
Dr. George Sexton, who was presi¬ 
dent of Centenary at the time of 
their discovery. Since that time 
they have been the source of his¬ 
torical articles by Dr. A. M. Shaw, 
who has written extensively about 
old Louisiana and Centenary his¬ 
tory. Some of the articles which 
have already been published from 
these minutes are: “A Threatened 
Witch Hunt in an Ante-Bellum 
Louisiana College,” “Rampant In¬ 
dividualism in an Ante-Bellm 
Southern College,” and “A. B. 
Longstreet md His Brief Sojourn 
in Louisiana.”

12-15 boys who are preparing for 
the Seminary. We charge no 
money. They work a few hours 
per day to get money to buy books, 
clothes, etc. 

The church here in 1924 had 
30 members. Today there are 350. 
The Sunday School has an average 
attendance of over 400. It is well 
organized. The Superintendent is 
one of our teachers. He works at 
th.: job. His S. S. is really a school. 

Whit do we need? What don’t 
we need. Buildings are inadequate. 
We must have three more class¬ 


rooms next year. More Dormitory 

space fo$ boys and girls. We need 
300 boys and 150 girls in Boarding 
Dept. 

We need a Moving Picture pro¬ 
jector. We need 50 and 100 dollar 
scholarships for poor students. 

We have an 80 acre farm. We 
have 30 cows on hand for milk. 
They give about 5 quarts per day. 
(Not much quality). We have 550 
white leghorn hens. We have about 
60 pigs. Our vegetable garden 
feeds 300 people. We have a corn 
patch, a potato patch, 300 orange 
trees, 2 thousand banana plants— 
and 12,000 coffee trees. Last -/ear 
:he coffee gave us 5,000.00 dollars 
profit. 

I have a 1947 Cheverolet Pick¬ 
up truck, V 2 ton. I sold my old 
Ford 1940, and got the truck for 
the same money. 

I am kept busy. My work is 
everything. I have to do those 
things the others don’t do. I have 
good helpers. I can divide respon¬ 
sibility. I give a man a job and let 
him do it. When I see the big 
thing we have now I don’t see 
how it was done. 21 years is a 
long time and yet so short. I have 
had good helpers. Since my 1945 
furlough I haven’t missed one day. 

I have good health. 

Now about my family. We have 
five children. Patience, age 27, 
married to Carroll Tinsley, Boy 
Scout Executive in Florence, S. C., 
two boys. William, age 26, working 
with General Electric in Rio. 
David, age 24, medical student at 
Emory. Joseph, age 22, graduate 
of Chapel Hill working in Atlanta, 
Anita, age 19, Senior at LaGrange 
College in Georgia. And now, the 
wife, age 53, small, white haired, 
pretty—lively, full of the zest of 
living. Having raised this family 
she is now occupied in church 
work—Kindergarden, Missionary 
Society, Vising. I see her at 
lunch, at dinner and after 10:30 p. 
m. 

We are happy in our work: 
Plenty to do and not enough time 
in which to do it. 

We see the new Life in people 
around us. Many of our teachers 
are our own graduates. Many of 
our pastors are in the ministry 
because of our school. We need 
more American Missionaries—as 
Religious workers in schools as 
Evangelistic workers. 

What we have done has been 
done because of you people back 
there. The money has come from 
you. 

We have twelve or fifteen more 
years of work ahead. I wish to 
leave good buildings for our school 
before I retire.

their ministry,” said Dr. Freid- 
rich Wunderlich, head of the sem¬ 
inary. 

One of the most serious pro 
blems the church has had to face 
is that of helping to care for the 
ten million refugees who have 
fled from behind the “Iron Cur¬ 
tain.” Beside placing thousands 
in Methodist homes, the church 
has built a “refugee village” in 
northern Germany for Methodist 
refugees. The name of the village 
is Friedersheim or “Home of 
Peace” and the main street is call¬ 
ed “Wesley Road.” 

A significant work is being car¬ 
ried on by over 1200 Methodist 
deaconesses who serve as trained 
nurses in hospitals, assitants to 
pastors, and social workers. Over 
two hundred girls in the past year 
have taken the vows of chastity 
and poverty and joined the order. 

“Although we have many dif¬ 
ficulties,” concludes Bishop Som¬ 
mer, “we have a great sense of 
urgency about our work. We feel 
that the future of Christianity is 
being fought here in Germany.” 

Bishop Sommer spoke to the 
Louisiana Conference in June, 
1948. He sent his best wishes to 
his many friends in the Conference 
and thanked them for their gifts 
and prayers.

One in 6 senators is a Methodist

“There’s a wideness in God’s 
mercy, like the wideness of the 
sea ...”

knowledge of the Bible.” We know

that without moral and spiritual 
controls we are lost. We may 
neglect much else in our culture, 
but we dare not neglect the Bible. 

The booklet, Our Faith in the 
Bible, brings out the significance 
of the Bible for our times and the 
value of careful and repeated 
reading. It sets forth what the 
Bible is (Ch. I); how the Bible 
came to be (Ch. II); what the 
Bible means to us (Ch. Ill; and 
how to read the Bible (Ch. IV) 
The material is clearly organized 
with a chapter for each week of 
our month’s study. 

CHAPTER I "Many Books—One 

Book" (What the Bible Is) 

1. Read the chapter through 
carefully, making note of the chief 
points stressed. Underline striking 
sentences and phrases, or summa¬ 
rize the thought of significant 
paragraphs in the margins. 

2. When you have finished, see 
if you can answer the following 
questions: 

(1) What is the meaning of the 
word “Bible”? What does this 
name indicate about the faith of 
those who first employed it? 

(2) What different kinds of 
writing does the Old Testament 
possess, and what gives unity to 
this varied literature? 

(3) How would you answef a 
person who contends that the Old 
Testament is a source of embar- 
sassment to Christianity and ought 
to be dropped from the Bible? 

(4) What types of books does the 
New Testament contain? List them 
in the order in which they were 
written. 

(5) What is meant by the state¬ 
ment, “the New Testament came

Also Suffers Blaze 

At nine o’clock Wednesday 
morning December 14, fire was 
discovcered in White-Miller Hall 
for boys. All the children had gone 
to school when the matron discov¬ 
ered the conflagration in the small¬ 
er boys room upstairs. For this rea¬ 
son no one was hurt in the blaze. 
Defective wiring in the loft is 
suspected by the local firemen as 
the cause of the damage. The en¬ 
tire second floor was gutted, the 
bottom floor was watersoaked. and 
the roof will have to be removed. 
All furniture and clothing in the 
building was destroyed. Citizens 
of Huston have offered to provide 
clothing for the eighteen boys af¬ 
fected. who will be housed tempor- 
in other dormitories on the cam¬ 
pus. 

The dormitory is valued at 
$50,000 to $60,000, and it is felt 
before preliminary examinations 
are complete that $24,000 will be 
required to put the building back 
in usable shape. Insurance exami- 
ers are laready preparing reports, 
but it is felt that the insurance 
may not cover more than half 
the damage. 

This fire follows a less disas-’ 
trous one about a month ago at 
Methodist Home Hospital (former¬ 
ly Memorial Mercy Home) in 
New Orleans when one of the 
building sustained a loss of ap¬ 
proximately $5,000 in an early 
morning fire. Fortunately no one 
was hurt in either fire.

Under the direction of Rev. 
Benedict Galloway, Conferecne 
Missionary Secretary, Rev. Charles 
Wesley Clay, Missionary to Brazil 
and now on furlough in‘America 
spent two weeks in Louisiana. 
During this period, Brother Clay 
was able to be present at four of 
the seven District Conferences. He 
also spoke to other congregations 
during a two week period he was 
in the Conference. 

Rev. Clay has one of the most 
appealing ways of presenting the 
work of the Church in on a Mis¬ 
sion field that has been heard in 
Louisiana in some time. He made 
Brazil live in the minds of all of 
his hearers, and as the result of 
his coming, a number of interest¬ 
ing projects are planned for the 
immediate future. 

Brother S. A. Seegers spoke at 
all of the Conferences in the inter¬ 
est of the Retired Ministers and 
their Widows. He was well re¬ 
ceived in each District. 

All of the interests of the Church 
got attention including the Lou¬ 
isiana Methodist Orphanage, the 
Methodist Home Hospjtal, Cen¬ 
tenary College, The Louisiana 
Methodist, Louisiana Moral and 
Civic Foundation. Good weather 
prevailed throughout the entire 
season, and fine crowds attended 
all the meetings. The host churches 
view with each other in being 
most gracious, and from the point 
of view of one who attended most 
of these sessions, one would be¬ 
lieve the Church was definitely 
benefited by them. 


Fire broke out in the laundry 
of The Methodist Home-Hospital 
at six-thirty of the morning of 
November 26. 
covered by one of the patients ap¬ 
proximately fifteen minutes after 
it had started. Quickly, but calmly, 
she informed the Superintendent 
of the fire. Twenty feet away ! 
from the fire babies were still 
calmly sleeping, unware of the 
great danger. Twenty-two young 
women were in the Home-Hospital 
at the time, along with twenty- 
four babies. 

The alarm was immediately 
turned in and TWELVE fire com¬ 
panies answered the call. When 
it was learned that the fire was 
at The Methodist Home-Hospital 
the Disaster Squad of the Amer¬ 
ican RED CROSS also sped to the 
scene of the fire. This is ample 
testimony of what those who have 
the safety and welfare of New Or¬ 
leans as their responsibility feel 
that a fire at The Methodist Home- 
Hospital means. 

The young women of The Meth¬ 
odist Home-Hospital conducted 
themselves with great decormum. 
After the fire was reported, a 
nurse asked for instructions from 
the Superintendent. Being told 
to move the babies out of the 
nurseries to the furthest point in 
the building from the fire, and to 
prepare to evacuate, the young 
women patients with the nurse 
went immediately to the business 
of carring for the babies’ safety. 
One of the Young women had been 
threatened throughout the night 
with premature delivery. Excite¬ 
ment for her at this time could 
have proved serious if the fire 
spread. So calmly didi the patients 
of the Home-Hospital conduct 
themselves that, well before the 
fire was out, she went back to 
sleep thinking the danger had 
passed. 

The damage was estimated at 
$1800.00. Had the fire occured at 
night, it is highly doubtful if 
babies or girls could have been 
taken to safety without at least 
some of them losing their lives, so 
quickly would the fire have spread 
in the old, frame building. The 
fire occured just as the morning 
shift was changing, and was

Friends 

We, cannot hope to enjoy a 
lovelier welcome than was given 
us in Honolulu. As the ship moved 
into the harbor we could hear the 
plaintive melodies from a band 
and singers. “Aloha” was played 
and sung beautifully. Soon we 
were meeting friends these who 
had gorgeous leis for each of us. 
Dr. and Mrs. Leonard Oechsli, Dr. 
and Mrs. Wm. H. Fry, Patdicia 
McHugh (our own worker from 
Louisiana), Rev. and Mrs. Harry 
S. Komuro (her home is in New 
Orleans, and they were married in 
First Church there) and Betty 
Hicks. Betty is the daughter of 
Dr. and Mrs. Guy Hicks of First 
Church, Shreveport, and is with 
her husband, Lt. William Conger, 
also of Louisiana, who is stationed 
at Schofield Barracks. In cars 
furnished by these friends we 
toured the Island of Oahu on 
which Honolulu is located. 

The Territory of Hawaii is a 
group of islands totaling 6,435 
square miles. Too many people 
mistakenly believ^ that Hawaii is 
a single island—the one island of 
Oahu, locale of Honolulu, the 
largest city, and of famed Waikiki 
Beach; but nothing could be 
further from the truth. This vol¬ 
canic-coral group of islands com¬ 
bines eight main islands and 
covers an area of approximately 
390 miles. Mark Twain called 
Hawaii “the loveliest fleet of is¬ 
lands anchored in any ocean.” 

Hawaii’s temperature is made 
especially for those islands, so 
they say, and is mild and the soil 
fertile for tropical fruits and veg¬ 
etables. Ninety per cent of the 
world’s pineapple is grown there. 
Cane sugar is also a principal 
product, but coffee, rice, cotton 
nuts, bananas and potatoes are 
also raised there. At least 86 per 
cent of the island’s population, 
although racially heterogeneous, 
are native born. 

28 Methodist Workers 
In Islands 


“God hath made of one blood 
all nations oi men”—we will pro¬ 
bably never have that truth more 
strikingly illustrated that in the 
vivid picture spread before us of 
more than twenty thousand graves 
in the National Memorial Ceme¬ 
tery of the Pacific just outside the 
city of Honolulu. Through the 
years of history this place, now 
hallowed because of the heroes 
who sleep there, has been called 
the Punch Bowl Crater. But the 
ancient Hawaiian name—Hill of 
Sacrifice—was prophetic. It over¬ 
looks the site of the beginning of 
World War II: Pearl Harbor, Scho¬ 
field Baracks, Hickman Field and 
the Pacific Ocean. Here on the Hill 
of Sacrifice are buried representa¬ 
tives of most of the nations of the 
earth who fought under the flag 
of the United States. The chaplain 
who stood by our sides, as through 
tear-dimmed eyes we surveyed the 
scene, said “Here is represented 
not only the unification of the 
armed forces, which in life also is 
being accomplished so well in the 


The Hawaiian meaning of 
“Oahu” is “gathering place.” That 
was appropriate for a lovely dift- * 
ner given us Wednesday night at 
the Armed Services Y. M. C. A. 
by ministers and laymen of Hono¬ 
lulu. We were presented with more 
leis: I was given mine by Mrs. 
Charles W. Lovin, the wife of one 
of our chaplains there, with the 
appropriate Hawaiian salutation! 
Mrs. Moore and Mrs. Martin were 
also given beautiful orchids. Dr. 
Oechsli, the superintendent of our 
Hawaii Mission, presided, and 
Bishop Moore and I spoke. We 
have 28 workers on these islands, 
and we number in the member¬ 
ship of our churches representa¬ 
tives of all the oriental races. 

After dinner Bill and Betty 
Conger took us for a lovely drive 
in their car. We visited the Royal 
Hawaiian Hotel, Waikiki Beach 
and other places Of interest. Best 
of all, we felt we were having a 
visit with some of our very own.

BISHOP OXNAM INVITES THE 

POPE TO LIVE OUR LIBERTY 

In another one of his masterly addresses*, on Reformation Day 
Bishop G. Bromley Oxman, 33 degree Mason, of the New York area 
of the Methodist ‘Church, called upon the Roman Catholic Church 
State to proclaim to the world a ’’new doctrine in the realm of 
religious liberty.” (The Bishop was recently made a 33 degree Mason 
Honorary, by the Supreme Council of the Northern Jurisdiction.) 

Also president of the Worlds-— 

Council of Churches and one of 
the founders of Protestant and 
Other Americans United for Sep¬ 
aration of Church and State, of 
which he is a vice president, Bish¬ 
op Oxman proposed that Pope Pius 
XII ”simply declare that, in all 
matters of religious liberty, the 
Roman Catholic Church will do 
unto others as it would be done 
by, and then act upon that deca- 
ration.” 

The Bishop’s address was given 
at an interdenominational Re¬ 
formation Day rally in the Cath¬ 
edral of St. John the Divine, New 
York City, on October 30, 1949.

acutely - some may even die - if 
we do not send them additional 
used clothing without delay, re¬ 
ports Dr. Clarence E. Josephson, 
who recently visited Alexandria 
after returning from Europe where 
he has served for the past two 
years as a secretary of the Recon¬ 
struction Department of the World 
Council of Churches at Geneva, 
Switzerland. 

This does not mean, Dr. Joseph¬ 
son indicated, that our Methodist 
Church and other Protestant chur¬ 
ches have not made remarkable 
progress in the task set for them¬ 
selves four years ago: restoration 
of the badly disrupetd church life 
in war-torn European countries. 
The need for clothes for the regu¬ 
lar inhabitants of these countries 
has been met. They are stilb not 
clothed anything like our people, 
but their health is no longer en¬ 
dangered as it once was. American 
churches have shipped approx¬ 
imately 50,000,000 pounds of used 
clothing to these people, a re¬ 
markable achievement 4 

If we would finish the good 
work, however, we must do equal¬ 
ly well by the special inhabitants 
of these countries, the displaced 
and refugee people now largely 
localized in Germany, Greece and 
Palestine. In Germany alone there 
are ten to twelve million of them. 
They are Germans who have been 
expelled or have fled from coun¬ 
tries surrounding Germany, prin¬ 
cipally from Poland which was 
given such a large part of pre¬ 
war Germany. 

These people are not eligible 
for re-settlement abroad. They are 
not beneficiaries of Marshall Plan 
funds, for they cannot compete 
with regular inhabitants of Ger-

Shanghai, China 
October 7, 1949 
Dear Alexandria District Friends: 

For three months after our 
liberation”, no letters reached us 
from the outside world. When at 
long last a ship ran the blockade 
into the port of Tientsin, letters 
finally began reaching Shanghai. 
Letters from the N. Y. Board of 
Missions are now sent to us % our 
Hongkong Methodist Church off¬ 
ice. In a recent letter received 
from the Mission Board came the 
good news that in July you sent 
the sum of $45 for an organ for 
the Methodist Church at Nan- 
chang, where Rev. Hwa is pastor. 
This is indeed a grand gift and 
some day that organ will be 
bought and the children in that 
church can sing the 'same songs 
you do - but more happily than 
now, for then they well have an 
organ to help them. We are writing 
to the pastor there to tell him the 
good news that we have this 
money for his use. Transportat¬ 
ion to Nahchang is now very diff¬ 
icult. For a long time the trains 
were cut, railways having been 
destroyed by the retreating Nat¬ 
ionalists. The Communists repair¬ 
ed the tracks, rebuilt destroyed 
bridges, then started to run trains 
thru, from Shanghai to Nanchang. 
Then the Nationalists began bomb- 


that is big news. War ravages 
any country. Most of this part 
of China suffered thru the worst 
flood in more than fifty years, 
this past summer. Business is at a 
standstill - so we are helping all 
of these schools, hospitals and 
churches, financially - in order 
that they can continue open dur¬ 
ing these important weeks and 
months. Your help to this Nan¬ 
chang church will make their ser¬ 
vices so much more effective and 
will bring joy to the folks who 
worship there. 

Some of the missionaries from 
this part of China returned to 
America on the S. S. General 
Gordon two weeks ago. This ship 
received permission from both 
sides of the war to enter and 
leave this port of Shanghai. Other 
ships which have tried to sneak 
in past the blockade have been 
intercepted as they left, and their 
cargo seized. But the Gordon got 
away safely - carrying fifteen 
missionaries (Methodist) from this 
Area. They all went home because 
of illness of family obligations. 
There are yet 65 missionaries 
here: doctors, nurses, teachers and 
evangelists.

funds. They are living under most 
deplorable conditions, for the 
most part in abandoned concen¬ 
tration or prisoner-of-war camps. 
The newly formed West-Germariy, 
which is held responsible for them, 
is doing its best, but its best is 
not good enough to prevent wide¬ 
spread suffering. 

To meet the need of thes un¬ 
fortunate people Church World 
Service, the agency created by 
most Protestant churches in Am¬ 
erica for their relief work over¬ 
seas, has issued an emergency ap¬ 
peal for good used clothing, shoes 
and bedding. 

Gifts should be sent with trans¬ 
portation charges prepaid to 
Church World Service Center, 510 
South Elm Avenue^ Webster 
Groves 19, Missouri, accompanied, 
if at all possible, by a contribu¬ 
tion of per pound for process¬ 
ing and for shipping abroad. Duf¬ 
fel bags for shipment of the cloth¬ 
ing may be had without cost by 
writing to that Center. 

Dr. Josephson indicated that the 
following things remain to be done 
if we would finish our task in 
Europe: (1) find places for those 
displaced and refugee people who 
are eligible for resettlement in 
our country; (2) provide material 
relief for those displaced and re¬ 
fugee people who are not eligible 
for resettlement abroad, clothes 
through Church World Service and 
food through CROP; and (3) con¬ 
tribute funds through our churches 
for the remaining non-material 
needs of our sister churches in 
Europe. 

As an example of such non¬ 
material needs Dr. Josephson in¬ 
dicated that many European 
churches which have received fi¬ 
nancial support from their gov¬ 


ernments in the past have been 
given a limited time in which to 
become self-supporting. Most of 
the churches see impending doom 
in this action, but it may well 
be a blessing in disguise if they 
are given the opportunity of study¬ 
ing the financial methods 'of chur¬ 
ches in Great Britian and America 
which have never known anything 
but voluntary financial support 
and are thriving on it. Funds are 
needed to pay for such study by 
representatives of these churches 
abroad. 

At this Christmas time when 
we are remembering with gifts 
those who are immediately around 
us, may we not forget these un¬ 
fortunate fellow Christians thou¬ 
sands of miles removed from us. 
Let us remember that but for the 
good fortune of our birth in 
Ameripa, we ourselves might be 
in their places today!

However, if the purchase 
must be made here in Shanghai, 
it will have to wait until condit¬ 
ions are better and freight can 
be sent thru. Until that time, we 
shall hold your fine gift for Rev. 
Hwa and send the money to him 
when he can purchase the organ.

Practically all of the schools, 
hospitals and churches in this 
Episcopal Area are open. To us,

A 
building has been leased, plans are 
^re being drawn, and the new pro 
gram will be launched shortly 
after the beginning of the new 
year. 

South America —Rev. and Mrs. C. 
E. Hubbard of Instituto Americao 
de Lins, Sao Paulo, Brazil, are be¬ 
ing supported by several churches 
of the Alexandria District. Our 
congregation is providing $100.00 
per month toward their salary. 
Europe— Rev. Tadeusz Dzierko 
serves the Methodist Church at 
Ostroda, Poland, and several small 
nearby congregations. His support 
of $75.00 per month is provided by 
the Fifty-Fifty Class, taught by 
Mrs. J. B. Harper. 

Asia—Rev. J. D. Merchant, super¬ 
intendent of the Methodist work 
in the Godhra District of the Guja¬ 
rat Conference in India, recevied 
$50.00 per month salary. 

Emergency support for a Chris¬ 
tian minister’s family in China is 
$150.00. Both of these projects in 
Asia are supported by our church. 
The Huddle Class, T, E, Cran¬ 
ford, teacher, provides $12.50 per 
month toward the total. The 
balance is provided through the 
budget of the church, 

Africa—Rev. Meshek Mutombo 
and wife are graduates of the 
Springer Institute, our training 
school for pastors and teachers. 
Bishop Newell S. Booth, in charge 
writes: “He does pastoral work 
of Methodist work in Africa 
both among the students of his 
clases and their parents, and also 
with members of his tribe, the 
Lubans, who have come far from 
home to work in the city of Elise- 
bethvile”. The congreation has put 
the annual salary of $200.00 for 
these native workers in the budget. 


and for the work out here. I am 
most happy to cooperate with you 
in arranging for that. 

The letter from the Board in¬ 
dicated that the money would be 
coming out in the Africa General 
list for me to assign to one of 
the pastors in the Area. At the 
present' time I know of no greater 
need for help than in Elisabeth- 
ville. We have had gifts from a 
man whose gifts have now led 
himself to Africa as a missionary. 
Naturally he cannot continue the 
help for the worker in Elisabeth- 
ville since he will be going to 
an entirely different fieM and will 
need his tithe for help there. The 
name of the pastor is Meshek Mu¬ 
tombo. We have been receiving 
a little help towards the support 
of Meshek and his, wife, Mary, 
from an individual donor. But 
he has been able to send only a 
few dollars per year. Since both 
Mary and Meshek teach full time 
in our school in addition to the 
pastoral work that they do, they 
have to have a little extra beyond 
what is given to families where 
the wife can give all her time to 
the home. We greatly need your 
$150 to keep this excellent couple 
in the work. Both of them are 
graduates of Springer Institute, 
our school for the training of pas¬ 
tors and teachers. Meshek does 
a lot of pastoral work among the 
students of his classes and their 
parents and also with the mem¬ 
bers of his tribe, the Lubans, who 
have come far from home to work 
in the city. He has developed 
them into one of the largest lang¬ 
uage groups in the cosmopolitan 
work we carry on in Elisabeth- 
ville. They are experienced work¬ 
ers. They have been working reg¬ 
ularly since graduation a dozen 
years ago. I know them very well. 
I taught them for four in school 
and then worked with them in 
Elisabethville for four more years. 
You can be sure that your money 
will' be well invested in making 
possible the service of such a 
family.

P. Warfield, secretary of the Meth- 
qdist Committee for Overseas Re¬ 
lief, indicated that a family of 
nine Displaced Persons would land 
in New Orleans within a week 
without a home or job. Through 
the kindness of the J. M. Mc- 
Lemores a house was obtained and 
renovated by a group of First 
Church members headed by Mrs.

“If this keeps up, Methodism 
will have a revival,” was the com¬ 
ment of one of the bishops at the 
close of two great Mass Meetings 
on successive days in his area. 

The impression is universal that 
the 78 meetings conducted in as 
many cities across the Uited States 
were more than the coming to¬ 
gether of a large number of Chris¬ 
tian leaders. It was a search for 
a deeped understanding of their 
sacred mission and the dynamic 
to achieve it. These leaders were 
convinced that if Methodism is 
to advance to a conquest of the 
human heart for Christ and His 
Church, they must find for them- 


5,500 persons thronged the great 
Shrine Auditorium for the even¬ 
ing session. There were other au¬ 
diences which numbered into the 
thousands. 

The total amount of offerings 
received in 43 meetings amounted 
to $18,341.00. Local expenses for 
these meetings were approxi¬ 
mately $10,809.00. The difference 
goes to the Advance office for its 
share of expenses in providing 
free literature, posters, and in pay¬ 
ing the travel expenses of guest- 
speaker bishops. We will not know 
until all offerings have been re¬ 
ported how near receipts will come 
to balancing .expenditures.

Eulis H. Hill, pastor of First 
Christian Church, Little Rock, a 
neighbor of ours on Colonial 
Street) came to take us to see the 
National Memorial Cemetery of 
the Pacific, of which I have al¬ 
ready spoken, and the magnifient 
new hospital for our armed forces 
which is one of the finest in the 
world. The hospital will care for 
1500 patients. It’s commanding of¬ 
ficer, a splendid Methodist doctor, 
was gracious in his welcome to us. 
Then we visited Pearl Harbor, 
Schofield Barracks and Hickman 
Field—datelines of December 7, 
1941, At Pearl Harbor a portion of 
the Battleship Arizona lifts itself 
above the water as a silent re¬ 
minder of that dark Sunday. The 
bodies of 953 brave men have 
never been removed from the Ari¬ 
zona, and plans are for them to 
remaip. there and a marker be 
placed over their watery grave. 

Our chaplain friends hurried 
us back to our ship for the noon 
sailing. Other friends were waiting 
also to tell us “aloha” which is 
used both to welcome you and to 
tell you goodbye. The band, the 
singers and dancers were in their 
places. Many times we heard 
“Farewell to Thee,” but never 
quite as tenderly and as beauti¬ 
fully as this time. The native 
Hawaiian boys were swimming 
about our boat, diving for coins 
that we pitched to them. Tradi 
tion says that if you throw your 
leis overboard they will drift back 
to shore, and that is a sign that 
you will return to Hawaii. As we 
threw ours overboard we thought 
that when we returned we would 
also be returning home. Then 
“aloha” would mean Welcome, not

A child appreciates recognition. 
This is also true of an adult. In 
fact, it is one of the stabilizing 
factors of personality. If an in¬ 
dividual is recognized as a person, 
he feels like he is “in” or that he 
“belongs.” It helps a person grow 
from inwardness to outwardness 
in relationship. As people recog¬ 
nize one another, they tend to 
build bridges of understanding and 
confidence. 

A college student is a very self- 
conscious creature. This is espe¬ 
cially true when he is home from 
school on vacation. In a sense he 
feels he is on parade before his 
friends and people in the church 
folks at home, old high school 
and community. Since he is self 
conscious, he may act a bit “up¬ 
pity,” “high hat,” or, as some 
people put it, “stuck up.” No mat¬ 
ter how he may act and howsoever 
the people may think he acts, the 
fact remains that there is a po¬ 
tential barrier between a student 
who has once gone away to col¬ 
lege and the folks who have re¬ 
mained at home. From the view¬ 
point of the Church and the cause 
of Christ, this barrier should not 
be allowed to develop or even to 
exist. It may represent the dif¬ 
ference between holding a student 
within the fellowship of the 
Church, or losing him to the cause 
of Christ. 

Student Recognition Day might 
be defined as a bridge of relation¬ 
ship between the college student 
and his home church. It represents 
the attempt on the part of the 
home church to recognize the stu¬ 
dent who has gone to college. It 
is the home church in understand¬ 
ing with him. It represents trust, 
confidence and fellowship.

selves something that will moti¬ 

vate and inspire the millions of 
our membership to new and great¬ 
er effort. 

The very fact that these Mass 
Meetings were organized around 
the idea of “Our Faith” and that 
there was a sincere effort to meas¬ 
ure the whole church in terms of 
its acceptance and application of 
that faith, is witness to the sincere 
concern of Methodists today for 
a revival of true religion. These 
meetings did not call people into 
a campaign for money, but into a 
stewardship of life based upon the 
conviction that God is incarnate 
in Christ, that all men are chil¬ 
dren of God, and that our chief 
business is to bring His Kingdom 
into our homes, community, nation 
and world. Out of that mass con¬ 
viction and consecration there is 
bound to come an increased loyal¬ 
ty to “Our Church,” a greater ded¬ 
ication of life in the widening 
areas of “Our Ministry,” and the 
most generous support of “Our 
Mission” to all men. 

“How many persons were in the 
Mass Meeting?” “Which meetings 
had the largest attendance?” These 
are important questions which any 
interested person would ask, even 
though he knew well that the 
greatest spiritual achievements are 
intangible, and cannot be tabu¬ 
lated. However, a careful obser¬ 
vation has set the attendance at 
the Mass Meetings in excess of 
134,000 different persons. 

The largest single Mass Meet¬ 
ing attendance has already been 
widely publicized, and this wide 
publicity answers Question No. 2 
above. The largest was the Los 
Angeles meeting, where about 


But there are other facts also 
of interest and importance. At a 
meeting in a Western city, some 
people had travelled 800 miles to 
be present at the 6:00 A. M. Com¬ 
munion, and to sit together at 
breakfast where they heard the 
address of a guest bishop on “The 
Meaning of the Incarnation.” 

In many places Methodist 
churches were inadequate to ac¬ 
commodate the crowds, and the 
meetings were transferred to 
large sister-churches, college chap¬ 
els, or city auditoriums. In one 
Eastern City, 400 young people at 
the Youth Banquet requested the 
privilege of becoming the nucleus 
for a Methodist-wide “Fellowship 
of Prayer” at six o’clock every 
evening. 

While it was deliberately plan¬ 
ned to make “Our Faith” central 
in program and literature, these 
Mass Meetings were not used to 
sell large quantities of the book¬ 
lets. The supply at the meetings 
was provided as a convenience to 
the people present. Of greater im¬ 
portance was the presentation of 
"Our Faith" as a challenge for 
thought and action. Surely this 
challenge helped cause the flood 
of orders for the booklets. (By the 
end of October every one of the 
half million sets had been shipped. 
Since that time an additional 
100,000 sets have been printed, and 
half of them have been sold). So 
great is this demand for the seed 
of the Gospel that out of its plant¬ 
ing God surely will bring forth an 
abundant harvest. 

In this imposing plan of a mass

The Methodist Church has been 1 
observing STUDENT RECOGNI¬ 
TION DAY a long time. Many 
churches observe this day every 
year. Some never have observed 
it. In some cases there are no stu¬ 
dents away from home in school. 
There are, however, some high 
school boys and girls looking for¬ 
ward to college—or some who. 
should be planning to continue 
their education. In that case, the 
observance could be used as a 
means of getting them interested 
in continuing their education. 

I think that the young student 
who is for the first time breaking 
home ties needs to know that the 
church is still interested in him 
andthat there is still a place for 
him in the youth work and in the 
total program of the church. 

Student Recognition Day gives 
the students a chance to partici¬ 
pate in the church service. This 
is an excellent opportunity to 
work co-operatively with the pas¬ 
tor, WSCS student secretary, and 
students from various schools. A 
good program does calls for co¬ 
operative planning. A student 
often comes out of such a pro¬ 
gram experience with his loyalty 
to his church strengthened and 
with a greater respect for the 
pastor and for the churches a 
whole. If all the home people could 
visit the campuses long enough 
to hear the students tell about the 
observance of Student Recogni¬ 
tion Day in their home churches, 
they would know how much the 
“Day” has meant to them. 

As the student from one school 
plans and works with students 
from other schools, he has an op¬ 


portunity to compare his own pro¬ 

gram in the Wesley Foundation 
or on a Methodist Campus with 
that of other schools. As he does 
this he strengthens his own where 
it seems to be weak. He brings 
back some new ideas and renewed 
enthusiasm. 

All that I have said so far has 
been in regard to the student. Is 
there any value in this for the 
church? During the years that I 
have been working with students, 

I find quite often that the home 
churches have no idea what is 
being done in the Wesley Founda¬ 
tions or in Methodist institutions 
throughout the state. Especially 
do the small churches need this; 
they have few students and hear so 
little about It After the obser¬ 
vance of this day the members of 
church will know that the young 
people in college do have religious 
care, that the church has followed 
them to the campus. They will see 
that their students have the ben¬ 
efit of well-rounded program and 
that many of hem are spending 
their summers in service projects 
all over Methodism. They will 
have keener insight and vision as 
to the importance of student work 
everywhere. 

The members of the church who 
are present for this day will see 
the importance of higher education 
in training the young people to be 
leaders in the church and com¬ 
munity. They will see that the 
students are growing in many 
ays—physically, mentally, social¬ 
ly, and spiritually. Evidence of 
this growth is apprent as they 
stand before the congregation and

*tell them about the work being 
done on their campuses. 

The holiday period after Christ¬ 
mas Day is usually a let-down. 
Minus this special emphasis that 
Sunday would offer just another 
service. But observance of Recog¬ 
nition Day makes it an important 
service. 

This day can also be used as a 
means of recruitment by keeping 
before the congregation and the 
students the idea that the church 
needs brilliant young people as 
ministers, missionaries, deacon¬ 
esses, etc. 

Some churches would like to 
observe this day, but no one seems 
to know just how to go about 
planning for it. The program sug¬ 
gested by the Department of Col¬ 
lege and University Religious 
Work each year is excellent. Last 
year its title was BY MY SPIRIT; 
this year it is Mid-Century Stu¬ 
dents. 

Each year there is a fine suggested 
program, but the suggested pro¬ 
gram does not have to be used. 
Any local church may plan one 
entirely its own. 

The pastor and the WSCS stu¬ 
dent secretary need to call the 
students together to work out the 


program. They many have one 
student from each campus make a 
short talk about the work of the 
Wesley Foundation on his campus. 
In some churches the planning 
group will list some of the phases 
of work—worship, recreation, ser¬ 
vice projects, discussion groups, 
deputation teams, etc.—and assign 
one phase of the work to each stu¬ 
dent. 

In order to keep the challenge 
of full time Christian service be¬ 
fore the youth of the church, the 
group might invite some person 
engaged in full time service to 
present some of the possibilities 
in that field. There are also the 
many students who have spent 
summers in caravans, work camps, 
or Lisle Fellowship. One of these 
could tell of his experiences in 
summer work. 

On this day the whole group of 
students should sit together. Let 
them be the choir for the day. If 
that is impossible, they should sit 
together in a reserved section so 
that the pastor can introduce them 
to the congregation. 

What should the church begin 
doing now to plan for this day? 
I suggest that the pastor write to 
each student, saying that the 


church is looking forward to the 
Christmas holidays when the stu¬ 
dents will be at home, and is plan¬ 
ning to observe Student Recogni¬ 
tion Day. A few weeks later a fol¬ 
low-up letter should be sent. Those 
letters will pave the way for group 
planning when they arrive home. 

The beginning of this recogni¬ 
tion can easily be a Christmas 
dinner in the young people’s de¬ 
partment. An invitation to this 
should be sent early enough that 
the students can include it in their 
Christmas activities. This social 
affair can welcome them back to 
their places in the youth division; 
worship service last Sunday in 
December welcomes them back to 
the church as a whole. 

In our conference each church 
is asked to help support the stu¬ 
dent work by contributing $5.00 
per student. Several churches send 
this money to the colleges and to 
the Wesley Foundations by stu¬ 
dents. This is an excellent way to 
let the student know that his 
church is doing its share finan¬ 
cially. One church sent the money 
back by every student, giving each 
one a check for $5.00 for his Wes¬ 
ley Foundation. 

Enthusiastic observance of this 
day can strengthen both the stu¬ 
dent and the church.

their convictions, but refuse to 
be denied by others the right to 
hold their own convictions.” 


1,200 Protestant churches attended 
the services, which were sponsor¬ 
ed by the Protestant Council of 
the city. 

The Methodist Bishop, bluntly 
declaring that the Roman Cath¬ 
olic Church ’’does not beleive in 
religious liberty as we understand 
it,” demanded that it put an end 
to the ’’political, social and relig¬ 
ious disabilities suffered by Pro¬ 
testants in Italy, Spain and the 
Latin American countries, and in 
many sections of the world where 
a hiearchy is still obsessed by 
medieval notions of power.” 

Quoting from Roman Catholic 
authorities on religious liberty, 
Bishop Oxman expressed a ’’re¬ 
gret” for the necessity of expos¬ 
ing these matters of Roman Cath¬ 
olic Church dogmas to the gen¬ 
eral public. But, he averred, ’’they 
must be understood and faced by 
Protestants across the nation as 
we confront a crisis, now world¬ 
wide, in which freedom itself is 
at stake.” 

Taking the Communist party to 
task for not beleiving in civil 
liberty ”as we understand it,” Bis¬ 
hop Oxman stated: ’’When either 
the Roman Catholic Church or 
the Communist party, acting up¬ 
on its belief in these matters, 
seeks to deny us either religious 
or civil liberty, our own freedom 
is involved, and it is not a part 
of tolerance to submit to such 
denials until at last our freedom 
passes.’ 

”1 have reason to know,” added 
Bishop Oxman, ‘ that devoted 
priests and dedicated nuns, as 
well as distinguished laity in the 
Roman Catholic Church, are rest¬ 
ive under the dictatorship of a 
hierarchy that persists in holding 
to views upon the subject of re¬ 
ligious liberty that do not become 
men of catholic and democratic 
spirit.” 

The Methodist Church leader 
pointed out that Protestarlte hold 
to ’’certain great convictions that 
lie at the heart of their Protes¬ 
tant heritage,” and ’’recognize full 
well the rights of others to hold 


In discussing federal aid to edu¬ 
cation, Bishop Oxman denounced 
proposals to use public money for 
parochial schools as ’’part of a 
carefully calculated plan to break 
down the American doctrine of 
the separation of Church and 
State, part of a plan so to mould 
the thinking of youth as to dis¬ 
count the values that lie in liberty 
of conscience and of worship, in 
liberty of speech and of press.” 

Moreover, he stated that a pro¬ 
gram to drain off vast sums from 
public education to support pri¬ 
vate and parochial education is 
eventually so to weaken the public 
school system as to destroy it.” 

The eminent Protestant Divine 
told his audience that ”it is a 
striking and significant fact that 
Communism has not been able 
successfully to infiltrate Protes¬ 
tant countries,” such as Holland, 
Sweden, Norway, Finland, Den¬ 
mark and Great Britian. 

“Surely,” he continued, no 
more striking fact can be faced 
than that of Italy itself, where 99 
per cent of the people are alleged 
to belong to the Roman Catholic 
Church and yet the coun ry itself 
would be overwhelmed by a com¬ 
munist revolution if it were not 
for the aid given by the United 
States of America. 

The true bulwark against Com¬ 
munism does not lie in an eccles- 
1 iasticism, undemocratic and otal- 
itarian. It lies, rather, in the free 
society where free men, exercising 
the right of private judgement, 
come at last to know the Eternal, 
and, by individual decision, re¬ 
solve to do His wiH.”
